CARE OF GUNS AND CARRIAGES. 


In answer to our suggestion as to the further discus- 
sion of the merits of the disappearing carriage we have 
received for publication a portion of a letter from an 
officer of artillery in regard to the care of guns, car- 
riages and apparatus. Our correspondent requests that 
his own name and that of the author of the letter be 
withheld for the present. The first part of the letter 
deals with mechanical details which do not bear on the 
main issue. Its writer, describing experiences in the 
handling of a battery, continues: 

“In training the men, I first instructed the non-com- 
missioned officers of the battery in charge of the 8-inch 





guns, in regard to the nomenclature and use of the dif- 
ferent parts of the gun of the model 1894 carriage. 
When satisfied that these were understood, I drilled a 


detachment personally in the presence of all the remain- 
ing men of the battery, not only at the gun, but as far 
as practicable in the ammunition rooms and at the hoists. 
I made the chiefs of the detachment and sergeants in 
charge of ammunition drill their own men, and found no 
difficulty, as both non-commissioned officers and men 
apparently took great interest in, and soon learned all 
details of, their particular duties. This method was pur- 
sued in the case of the 10-inch guns with the same re- 
sults. 

“Regarding the cleaning of the gun, cafriages and ap- 
paratus of the loading rooms, I divided the two batteries 
of Artillery stationed at post into permanent gun de- 
tachments, and assigned guns to particular detachments. 
For about one week, two hours in the morning were 
devoted to cleaning and two hours in the afternoon to 
drill. At the end of this time the bores, breech-blocks 
and all bearing surfaces and brass work of the guns and 
carriages had been cleaned, all other parts having been 
painted. Considerable difficulty was experienced in 
cleaning the bores of the guns, but by wrapping gunny- 
sacking on sponge staffs, and using these coated with a 
liberal supply of oil and rottenstone, this work was very 
satisfactorily done, though here and there were a few 
dark spots in the bores of some ofthe guns, where rust 
had apparently eaten in deeply, that could not be made 
bright. 

“The breech blocks, bearing surfaces and brasses 
were easily cleaned. For this work each man of the per- 
manent detachment was made responsible for the clean- 





liness of that part of the gun or carriage nearest. his 

In cleaning the bore, ctically every man in the 
etachment had to man nge-staff to work it 
back and forth in the bore. method of division of 
labor for cleaning parts of carriage was carried out in 
the ammunition rooms, those numbers in charge of 
hoists, loading trucks, differential pulleys, shot and 
shell, being made responsible for the cleanliness of 
their respective mechanisms, etc. The gun detachments 
in like manner were made responsible for the 
cleanliness of the gun and loading platforms 
and implement rooms; the ammunition detach- 
ments for that of the shot and shell roooms and powder 
magazines. ‘ 

“At the end of each morning’s work, I inspected each 
gun and carriage thoroughly, and endeavored to pro- 
mote a spirit of rivalry among the detachments by de- 
ciding daily as to the cleanest gun and taking the chiefs 
of other detachments to see it. It was surprising to see 
the interest developed in the detachments in their work; 
the men bought of their own accord Putz Pomade and 
other polishes and worked on bright metal parts until 
or shone like mirrors. When inspection was over, 
each bright part was wiped over with a slightly oiled 
rag so as to leave a thin coating of oil upon them. This 
thin coat of oil was found sufficient to protect these parts 
from the effect of the weather from day to day. 

“In about one week from the time the cleaning and 
drilling was done, [ found that the guns and carriages 
could be kept clean by not more than one-half hour's 
work each day, and that the gun detachments were fairly 
well instructed and simply needed a daily drill to keep 
them up in their work. As the gun batteries were lo- 
cated about two miles from the artillery barracks, and 
it was then in the middle summer and the weather 
—— hot, I had cleaning and drilling done during 
the two hours in the morning that had at first been de- 
voted to cleaning. 

“This arrangement*proved perfectly satisfactory. On 
arriving at the guns each morning, both gun and ammuni- 
tion detachments at once began cleaning. As soon as a 
gun had been cleaned, its chief reported this to me and 
I inspected it as soon as possible. If satisfactory, I 
directed them to begin drill; if unsatisfactory, I directed 
further cleaning to be done, and when this was satis- 
factory, ordered drilll to begin. 

THE WORK NECESSARY. 

“The gun batteries where this work was done were 
located on a sandy point near the water’s edge. ‘The 
air in that locality was constantly saturated with salt 
water spray; high winds, carryifig dust and sand into 
every crack and crevice, prevailed almost daily, and 
heavy rains were of frequent occurrence. The guns 
had no protection whatever from the weather at any 
time, and the batteries could not well have been more 
exposed to deteriorating influences. From the experi- 
ence gained from caring for these guns and their car- 
riages under such circumstances, I am*perfectly con- 
fident that such carriages can be kept in perfect working 
condition at all times by not more than one-half an hour's 
work of their permanent detachments per day. 

“About August 20 yellow fever broke out in Key West, 
and the two batteries there stationed received orders 
to proceed at once to Montauk Point, L. I. It was 
decided to leave a detachment of about twenty men to 
care for public property, and on August 22 the remaining 
troops embarked for transportation North. Foreseeing 
that it would be impossible for the detachment left 
behind to cleaa the guns and carriages daily as had been 
done by permanent gun detachments, I decided to coat 
the bright parts with the mixture of cosmolene and 
resin recommended by the Ordnance Department for 
use in such cases. This mixture was put on hot and I 
personally inspected the guns to see that the work was 
well done. 

*‘About September 22, one of the batteries which had 
left Key West to go north returned there for duty, and, 
avout October 1, the men of my own hattery who had 
been left behind at Key West rejoine:! me at St. Au- 
gustine, Florida. Upon their arrival 1 inquired as to 
whether or not the mixture of cosmoelene and resin 
had been sufficient to prevent the guns and carriages 
from rusting. I was told that the mixture answered al- 
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most perf ; that occasionally rust. would show in some 
spot where mixture had been too thin, or had been 
in some way rubbed off; and that it was the work of 
only a few moments to clean off the rust in these places 
and recoat with:the cosmolene and resin mixture. ‘this 
report as to the efficacy of this preservative mixture is 
on. y hearsay, but I have no reason to doubt its truth; 
and I am confident that when the pieces are not re- 
quired to be in a condition for immediate use, they can 
be kept free from rust, sand, dirt and other deteriorating 
influences by a few hours’ work per day by a detachment 
of about ten men at every non-garrisoned place where 
not more than ten such guns are mounted. ere it not 
for the fact that the guns should occasionally be raised 
to and lowered from their firing position to see that 
they are in working order and free from rust and dirt 
in places hidden when pune are in their loading position, 
a detachment of less than ten men ought to be able to 
do all that is necessary to preserve the guns and car- 
riages at such places from deterioration. 

“I would therefore say that to keep the Buffington- 
Crozier disappearing carriages at a garrisoned post iu 
perfect order, ready for immediate use, it would be 
simply necessary for a post commander to assign the 
batteries to persouer guns, and direct the battery com- 
manders to keep these guns in perfect order, and then 
make himself at least semi-weekly ins ons to see 
earried out. hat to preserve 
guns at places where they are not in constant use, a 
detachment of about ten men under the charge of a 
lieutenant, or possibly a reliable non-commissioned of- 
ficer, would be sufficient. With a view to ascertaining 
if the guns and carriages are kept in proper condition, 
department inspectors of artillery should make frequent 
inspections and at unexpected times. 

“From what I have herein stated it will be seen that 
I regard the Buffington-Crozier disappearing carriages 
as perfectly serviceable, and believe that to keep 
them in proper condition at all times and places, it 
will only be necessary for the officers responsible for 
them to perform their duties as prescribed in the Drill 
Regulations for Sea-coast Artillery.”

A committee has been appointed to revise the French 
naval signal book, as ‘well as the system of tactics for 
light squadrons. A similar revision was made in 1891 by 
a committee under the presidency of Admiral arles 
Duperre. The present revision is due to the fact that 
when the squadrons met for manoeuvres in the summer 
some discrepancies were found in their practice. 
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It isan excellent sign that so many daily papers are 
urging the increase of the Army. On this subject the 
New York “Times” says: 

“The Senate rider insisting upon volunteers was the 
latest of the public disservices of Mr. A. P. Gorman. 
On the face of it it was merely silly. There was no 
more use of organizing volunteer regiments for service 
in the Philippines than for raising a force of amateur 
policemen for service in New York. It was eminently 
work for professionals. But Mr. Gorman’s performances 
were seldom merely silly, and this one was highly mis- 
chievous and unpatriotic, If the present Senate should 


show the same factious and malignant spirit that it 
showed last year it would become necessary to postpone 
the whole business until after the composition of the 
body had been ameliorated by the new Senators who 





are to come in on the 4th of March. The bill which 
passed the Senate last year is not at all likely to pass 
the House, for, not to speak of the strength of the 
Army, it denies reforms in organization upon the de- 
sirableness of which the experts are agreed. The ques- 
tion of the present Senators who are about to go out is 
whether they will save time and trouble by acquiescing 
in a rational settlement of the Army question or 
whether they will force the President to call a special 
session. But it is highly important that the law should 
be promptly passed. Otherwise we should be put to the 
enormous trouble and expense of disorganizing organ- 
ized and efficient commands and of conveying all the 
‘volunteer’ regiments to this country to be mustered 
out and of shipping an equal number of officers and 
men across the Pacific to take their places.” 





INCOMPETENTS IN THE ARMY. 


Capt. F. S. Foltz, 24 Cav., Acting Inspector Genera) 
of the Department of Matanzas and Santa Clara, has 
made a report to the War Department containing severe 
reflections on certain young Army officers. 

“The great number of young men that have recently 
been commissioned from civil life as lieutenant,” he 
says, “and the fact that many of them are showing no 
aptitude for their profession, indicate that the regular 
Army should be allowed to avail itself of the privilege 
heretofore granted only to volunteers, of calling Boards 
to determine the fitness of an officer to hold his com- 
mission, 

“These young men are not such as will be likely to 
leave the Service per court-martial. They are negative 
characters, whose work will have to be done by others 
while they grow older and acquire rank and seniority, 
Later, the fact that they have long served their country 
will operate to make them secure, in spite of conspic- 
uous unfitness. The Army could now be easily relieved 
of much material that, after due trial, has proved ap 
embarrassment, and is sure to become an incubus.”

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Some important discoveries were made during the 
recent voyage of the Fish Commission steamer A|ba- 
tross, Captain Moser, in her fourteen months sojourn in 
the Pacific. It was found that all the charts of the 
South Pacific are very inaccurate, and that most of the 
islands, except the Fijis and Tahiti, are placed from two 
to twelve miles away from their actual position. The 
Albatross also discovered that the temperature of the 
bottom of the sea at all depths from 500 fathoms to 
the greatest depth obtainable was the same, 35 degrees 
Fah. Between the surface and 2,500 fathoms down 
they found edible shrimps varying in size from half an 
inch to a foot. The Albatross broke the record for deep 
sea dredging, dragging the bottom at 4,200 fathoms. 
The greatest depth ever dragged before was 3,000 
fathoms by the British ship Challenger in 1876. In the 
Behring sea the Albatross found at a place where the 
charts show 2,000 fathoms that the depth was ouiy 
200 fathoms. The vessel did an immense amount of 
work, and results of the surveys will be embodied in the 
government charts. The Albatross is at present at San 
Francisco, where she arrived a short time since.

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On Oct. 25 the annexation of the Transvaal to the 
British Empire, already announced by proclamation in 
the field after the crushing of Botha’s army, was formally 
proclaimed at Pretoria with all the pomp and circun- 
stance of an imposing ceremony. The situation in 
South Africa is very similar to that in the Philippines. 
Large operations are at an end, and guerrilla warfare 
has followed. General Botha declines to surrender s0 
long as any of his followers wish to continue the strug- 
gle, and both Viljoen and Steyn are absolutely defiant. 
Oom Paul has gone to Europe and he still hopes to arouse 
foreign sentiment in favor of hijs lost cause. Mean- 
while the British Army has been reduced by the return 
home of the Volunteers. A crowd which assembled to 
welcome them in London was so immense that from 
1,000 to 1,600 persons, according to different estimates, 
were so injured in the crush that they required hospital 
treatment. Over two millions of people are reported to 
have assembled along the line of march on this occasion. 


-— 
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In accordance with General Orders from the Head- 
quarters of the Army, which appeared in our issue of 
last week, the Department of Porto Rico has been discon- 
tinued and in future will be a part of the Department 
of the East. Brig. Gen. Geo. W. Davis, U. 8S. V., who 
has been in command of the Department of Porto Rico, 
has been ordered to duty in the Philippines, and the 
Headquarters and one battalion of the 11th Infantry 
and the squadron of the 5th Cavalry will return to New 
York City. By this order the troops to remain on duty 
in Porto Rico are a battalion of the 11th Infantry, Bat 
teries E and G, 5th Artillery, Co. A, Signal Corps, and 
the Porto Rico Regiment. These will be in command 
of Lieut. Col. J. A. Buchanan, of the Porto Rico Regi- 
ment.

Recent letters from Alaska previse an unusually cold 
and inclement winter, the indications being in that di: 
rection. The climate of that distant part of the United 
States is not exactly a paradise, but to those who have 
become more or less acclimated it is said to be rather 
an agreeable place to pass a few months of each yeat. 
The atmosphere is constantly saturated with moisture, 
and the anomaly is presented of the wet bulb showing @ 
higher temperature than the dry bulb. This has been the 
subject of considerable comment but the fact seems to be 
well established by observations carried on by the Smith 
sonian Institution for a long period, covering all the 
changes of weather and hygrometrie conditions.

ARMY CONTROL AT MANILA. 

It is well known that there has been friction between 
the Associated Press representatives at Manila and the 
American military authorities, and the criticisms on 
our military authorities in the charges made off and on in 
Associated Press letters from the Philippine Islands, 
have carried little weight because the animus has 


been thoroughly understood. Now comes Harold 
Martin, representative of the Associated Press at 
Manila, who, in an article in the “Independent,” es- 
says to present his grievances against the Army in the 


shape of an indictment. Those who know what ‘“‘mil- 
itary reporting” is, know that nine times out of ten cor- 
respondents’ complaints are based on their anger at not 
being allowed to do just what they please in sending out 
matter. Instead of accepting the restrictions of a censor- 
ship with proper equanimity, they too often consider them 
personal affronts and fret themselves into a needless 
irritation. It is safe to say that this frame of mind is 
behind Mr. Martin’s criticisms, and we should like to 
ask that gentleman and others he may represent what 
they would do if they were under such an arbitrary cen- 
sor as Gen. Kitchener, whom the British correspondents 
are able to endure without piling up reams upon reams 
of charges against him. 

Mr. Martin says that “the government of Manila by 
the Army has not been pleasant for the inhabitants of 
this city.’ This is to be expected of any city under mili- 
tary rule. City folks don’t like to be compelled to go 
indoors at a certain hour, etc., but Mr. Martin instead 
of taking this natural view of the case says it is all 
due to a scant and even discourteous consideration of 
the legitimate needs and desires of the people governed. 
Such a condition of apparent disregard of civilian priv- 
ileges is a necessary result of subordinating civil to mil- 
itary rule. It would doubtless be a very pleasant thing if 
we could have military as easy as civilian rule, but in 
the nature of things this cannot be. Military rule 
is strict because it has to do with things that call for 
harsh treatment. It is no doubt galling for city people 
0 be haled before a tribunal for being out at night with- 
ut a pass, but if this vigilance were relaxed and some 
hight an uprising resulted in many of Manila’s population 
sing killed in their beds, perhaps Mr. Martin would be 
imony the first to cry out against such a pretense of 
nilitary control. 

The gravamen of Mr. Martin’s charges is found 
D his belief that the city had long been fit for civil 
ule and that the military regime was unnecessary. But 
he Army cannot be justly held to account for this, as it 
4s merely acting under orders from Washington. When 
he President sent his civil commission to Manila, no ob- 
stacles were thrown in its path by the military. On the 

trary, the Army heartily welcomed it. Mr. Martin 
hows in this single statement a total misconception of 
he soldier’s spirit that unfits him to pass intelligently 
ipon questions in which military service is involved. 

Jue who understands how a soldier views his work will 
tow almost instinctively that the officers and men of our 
Army were all along eager to be about their rightful 
Usiness in the Philippines. ‘They enlisted to fight for 
he fing there, to crush out the rebellion against our 
Uthority and to give peace to the islands. Police 
uty for the men and civilian duties for the officers 
Te distasteful to the real soldier, and although he ac- 
‘pts there assignments without grumbling he must in 
ie niture of things be glad to be rid of them. Mr. 

artin unconsciously admits all this when he says; ““No 


one can give his best effort to uninteresting and tem- 
porary work.”’ 

Mr. Martin’s use of denunciatory terms is too general 
and indiscriminating to be effective. When he says that 
“incompetence, bungling, corruption, grievous mistakes 
and general delay are other features of administration 
which have added to the existing measure of dissatis- 
faction,” he is making sweeping generalizations that 
are applicable, with probably far more certainty of be- 
ing proved, to every city in the universe. The citizens 
of New York City are in continual revolt against the 
municipal corruption that flourishes like a green bay- 
tree, while practically the same degree of civic disgust 
exists in Philadelphia, Chicago and other cities. 

That “gambling is against Manila’s laws, yet gamb- 
bling goes on all over the city with paid police protec- 
tion” is undoubtedly true; but no more true of Manila 
than of every other city of its size in our country, not 
to speak of Europe; but this latitude enjoyed by the na- 
tives is less criticisable since to attempt to check gam- 
bling would be to run counter to a local custom that 
has grown into an accepted rule of conduct looked on 
by the clergy if not with endorsement, at least with 
comparative indifference. Mr. Martin points out the cor- 
ruption of the native police and the native inferior 
courts administered by four Filipino justices of the peace, 
but this arraignment of native venality is beside the 
question, for no doubt the Associated Press will be frank 
enough te admit that our Army is doing the best it 
can with the natives as they are. 

The incompetence shown in the unloading of vessels 
in Manila Bay and in the laying of imposts on imports 
worries Mr. Martin a great deal; but here, again, we 
are told that the fault is “due partly to lack of business 
ability and misunderstanding and partly to the necessity 
of doing the work according to Army rules and regula- 
tions,” so that this charge simmers down to two allega- 
tions: one, that our Army officers are not as well versed 
in commercial details as they might be, and the other that 
they too closely follow regulations. As to the first, we 
confess we are glad they are soldiers first and civilians 
afterwards, and as to the second, officers are at least on 
the safe side when they follow regulations, their official 
rule of conduct. 

Increased freight rates are cited as one result of “an 
inadequate system, poor facilities, red tape, a necessary 
observance of Army rules and a resultant lack of con- 
sideration of commercial needs and general mismanage- 
ment of the port.” Neither General Otis nor General 
MacArthur will be blamed, we hope, by Mr. Martin for 
the inadequate system, for the poor facilities, for the 
red tape or for the observance of Army rules, and one 
who knows anything about handling a large business 
will admit that these handicaps are enough to dis- 
courage anyone in giving due “consideration to the cum- 
mercial needs of the port.” In short, the faults and 
omissions criticised are precisely such points as these, 
which are made the theme of local criticisms in many, 
if not all, the various centres of commercial activity 
in this country. Imagine the civil authorities of New 
York, Chicago or Philadelphia, undertaking to rule over 
a city composed of people alien in spirit and language, 
who must be kept under strict control, because of 
military necessities, and you can form some idea of the 
difficulty of administering anything in the nature of a 
free government in Manila or the Philippines. 

Taken all in all, there is nothing to show that eyen 
under military control affairs are not running along 
as well in Manila as they did in the peaceful days 
of Spanish rule. It is unfair to demand or expect as 
high a standard of administrative performance in & 
time of war as in peace and, after a careful perusal of 
Mr. Martin’s observations, we cannot agree with the 
editor of the “Independent” when he says: ‘“‘We are 
doing a public service at some cost to patriotic conceit 
by publishing this week the article by such a respon- 
sible observer as Harold Martin. The conditions he 
describes should be considered by the President and 


Congress.” 


LET US HAVE PEACE. 


The Board of Construction of the Navy Department 
has more internal troubles, caused by the action of a 
majority of the board in attempting, according to Rear 
Admiral Philip Hichborn, to curtail the duties of the 
Bureau of Construction and Repair. The bickerings of 
this board are proverbial, and have been the cause of 
the greatest worry and trouble to the Secretary of the 
Navy and his assistants. In nearly every case the 
majority of the board take exception to the views of the 
Chief Naval Constructor, and hence on every subject 
pertaining to naval construction there is a majority and 
minority report which have to be given their respective 
weights by Mr. Long. The questions in dispute of recent 
date have already been acted upon by the Secretary with 
a result that the victory is this time with Rear Admiral 
Hichborn. ‘Tue present trouble arose from the action 
of the majority of the board in attempting to make a 
new distribution of the work in connection with the 
building of battleships and armored cruisers. Such ac- 
tion was taken while Admiral Hichborn was at Wey- 
mouth, Mass., attending the launching of the torpedo- 
boat Lawrence. 

Besides making recommendation that work hitherto 
performed under the control of the Bureau of Construc- 
tion and Repair be now placed under the Bureaus of 
Equipment, Steam Engineering and Ordnance the board 
recommended that Rear Admiral Hichborn be prohibited 
from using the title of “Chief Constructor of the Navy” 
in the specifications of the new ships and that the im-

personal “Bureau of Construction and Repair” be used 
on all such papers. Rear Admiral Hichborn immediately 
upon his return to Washington appealed to the Secre- 
tary of the Navy against the action of the board and 
protested especially against what he claimed was an 
attempt to rob him of a distinctive title and grade. The 
Secretary upheld the contention of r Admiral Hich- 
born in his claim as to his right to use the title of 
Chief Constructor and also in regard to some of the 
board's recommendations relative to the reapportionment 
of the work.

ARMY INOCREASB. 


The Chairman of the House Committee on Military 
Affairs, Mr. J. A. T. Hull, of Iowa, has arrived in 
Washington and has already begun work on the forth- 
coming bill for the reorganization of the Army. This 
gentleman, who has for years been so closely identified 
with the Army, thinks the prospects exceedingly bright 
for favorable legislation this winter. He is firmly con- 
vinced that the result of the recent elections demon- 
strated the fact that the people as a whole are in favor 
of a standing Army commensurate with the many duties 
which have devolved upon this country as a result of 
the Spanish War and the trouble in China. 

Mr. Hull says he is in favor of as large an Army as 
the President desires, and he does not even limit the 
number to 100,000 men. According to his own idea 
there should be an Army consisting of about 96,000 
enlisted men, with an organization capable of being 
reduced to a minimum of 51,000 enlisted men. The 
entire House Committee on Military Affairs will meet 
many days prior to the convening of Congress and draft 
the forthcoming Army bill so that it may be presented 
to the House early in the session, It is the intention 
of Mr. Hull to have this bill embody the ideas of the 
Administration on both staff and line reorganization, 
and, according to his statements made to a representa- 
tive of the Army and Navy Jourral, the bill wil) be 
known as the committee measure and not as the Hull 
or the Root bill. 

The report of the Secretary of War will be issued in 
the near future and will contain many valuable sugges- 
tions in the matter of Army reorganization. From this 
report the House Committee on Military Affairs will 
be able to get the ideas of the War Department, and the 
bill will undoubtedly closely follow the suggestions made 
by Mr. Root. Representative Hull says the staff re- 
organization sections of the new Army bill will be a 
compromise between the two extreme principles advo- 
cated by the Secretary of War on the one side and the 
chiefs of the various staff departments on the other. 
He states there will be no detail staff for the Signal 
Corps. In respect to the Volunteer officers of the staff 
Mr. Hull believes that the new bill will make some pro- 
vision for their transfer to the regular service. In thia 
connection he said: ‘Personally I should not care as to 
that, but I expect that some members of the House 
will want such a provision. There can be no harm in 
popularizing the Army to a certain extent.”

Admiral Crowninshield in his report says: “The 
Chesapeake is found to be not sufficiently large for 
the purpose of a training vessel at the Naval Academy. 
She is well fitted for a training vessel for apprentices 
at Newport, and the Bureau recommends that she be 
assigned to that station and that another vessel be built 
for a training vessel for cadets, the same to be capable 
of accommodating not Jess than 300 cadets besides the 
crew of the vessel.

The Bureau also heartily indorses the Superin- 
tendent’s recommendations in regara to the law regard- 
ing the age of admission that no cadet shall be appointed 
whose age will be under 15 or over 18 on Oct. 1 of 
the year he enters the Naval Academy as a member 9t 
the fourth class, and that the course at the Naval Acad- 
emy shall be four years and the cadets graduate as 
Admiral Crowninshield shows that the eix

MODERN ARMS LESS DEADLY. 

The efficient manner in which the office of the Sur- 
geon General is administered by General Sternberg is 
shown by the statemient of medical conditions appearing 
in the reports of officers commanding troops which 
come to this office, as well as in the annual report of 
the Surgeon General himself, Supplementary to this 
report General Sternberg has issued a statement 
which shows that of the 4,919 men _ injured 
by gunshot during the years 1898 and 1899, 586 were 
killed and 4,333 were wounded. In other words, one 
man was killed for every 7.4 wounded. The Mauser 
bullet must therefore be regarded as less deadly than the 
larger missile used during the Civil War, whose Med- 
ical and Surgical History shows the following casualties:

It is to be noted also that many of the wounds of the 
past two years were made b 





missiles of large caliber. 
Of those reported in 1899, 471 were specially stated as 
having been caused by the Remington bullet of caliber 
.45. It is safe to say that had the whole number of 
wounds received been inflicted by the smaller Mauser or 
Krag-Jorgensen bullet the percentage of immediately 
fata! wounds would have been materially lessened. 

The less deadly character of the injuries inflicted by 
the modern bullet is manifested also when we exclude 
the killed and regard only those wounds which. came 
under the care of the surgeons. Of these, during the 
two years, there were 4,333, and 259 of the patients, or 
six per cent. of the whole number, died. he corres- 
ponding percentage from the records of the Civil War 
was 14.3. The marked reduction of the ratio of killed 
to wounded may be placed to the credit of the small 
caliber bullet; but the lessened mortality among the 
cases which came into hospital may not wholly be at- 
tributed to the humane character of the wounds inflicted 
by this missile. ue credit must be given to the im- 
proved surgical methods of the present day. Wounds of 
any region of the body may be taken in comparison, and 
the result will always be found to show a decided 
lessening in the percentage of cases ending fatally 
among those of the past two years as compared with 
those of the Civil ar. Of 6,576 fractures of the 
femur during the Civil War, 2,923 cases were treated 
by primary amputation, 186 by resection and the re- 
maining 3,467 by conservative or expectant measures; 
this conservative action being due in many cases to a 
want of favorable conditions for the performance of 
primary operations. The limb was promptly amputated 
in 44.4 per cent. of these gunshot fractures. n the 
other hand, during the past two years 82 cases of xun- 
shot fracture of the femur were reported, six of which 
were treated by primary amputation and two by re- 
section, the remaining 74 cases being treated by con- 
servative methods, not because the conditions were not 
favorable for the performance of primary operations, 
but because of a conviction that under present methods 
of treatment the limb could be preserved without add- 
ing materially to the danger to life, The limb was lost 
through surgical intervention in only 7.3 per cent. of 
the cases. 

Not only limbs but lives were saved by the surgical 
practice of the past two years. In the 82 gunshot frac- 
tures of the femur the upper third was involved in 
32, of which five were fatal; the middle third in 27, of 
which three were fatal, and the lower third in 23, of 
which one was fatal. The mortality varied from 4.3 
per cent. of the cases in which the lower third was 
fractured to 15.6 per cent. of the cases in which the 
upper third was the site of the injury, whereas the 
corresponding percentages of fatal cases during the 
Civil War were respectively 42.8 and 49.7. The 
whole of the lessened mortality in these serious fractures 
may be credited to the protection given to the wound 
by the first-aid dressing and to the care exercised in 
the subsequent aseptic treatment of the fractured limb. 

In penetrating wounds of the thorax the rate of mor- 
tality fell from 62.6 per cent. during the Civil War to 
27.8 per cent. during the years 1 and 1899. ‘The 
Civil War reports show 8,403 cases in which the results 
were determined; 5,260 deaths occurred among the num- 
ber. The reports for the later years, as already stated, 
show 198 cases, of which 55 were fatal. 

There were, during the Civil War, 3,475 penetrating 
wounds of the abdomen in which the ultimate results 
were determined; 3,031 of these, or 87.2 per cent. of the 
total, proved fatal. During the years 1 and 1899, 116 
cases, 81 fatal, were recorded, the fatal cases constituting 
70 per cent. of the total. Of ten cases in which laparo- 
tomy was preformed, nine were fatal. 

The alteration in the percentages of mortality in frac- 
tures of the cranium is less marked than in wounds of 
other parts of the body. Of 4,243 cases of cranial frac- 
ture during the Civil War, 2,514, or 59.2 per cent., were 
fatal. In 1898 and 1899 68 cases were recorded, with 
37 Seatha, the latter forming 54.4 per cent. of the whole 
number.

BOARD OF ORDNANCE AND FORTIFICATION. 


The Board of Ordnance and Fortification in their re- 
port for the year ending Oct. 31, 1900, says: 

“It is believed that no meritorious invention has failed 
to receive due encouragement and recognition, although 
in the great majority of cases the devices submitted by 
inventors have not been deemed of sufficient military 
value to warrant an allotment from the funds of the 
Board for their development and test. The experiments 
undertaken by Mr. S. P. Langley, Secretary of the 
Smithsonian Institution, under allotments made by the 
Board on Nov. 9, 1898, and Dec. 18, 1899, to determine 
the practical value of the aerodrome in aerial navigation, 
are still in progress, and have become of additional in- 
terest to the service in view of the recent successes 
achieved abroad in the construction of dirigible balloons. 
The increased importance for coast defense of rapid-fire 
guns of 4, 5 and 6-inch calibres has been fully recog- 
nized. The rd has recommended the adoption of the 
pedestal type of barbette mount for all such guns. The 
question of supplying our field artillery with the latest 
and very best modern material has received careful con- 
sideration. In order to obtain a or field equipment 
for the service at the earliest possible date, the ard 
has prepared and recommended a program covering a 
series of competitive tests to take place early in the 
coming year. It is believed that as a result of these 
tests the United States will secure for the use of its 
troops the most efficient material of its kind yet pro- 
duced. With the introduction of smokeless powder and 
the great developments taking place in rapid-firing guns, 
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the character of our national armament will be curres- 
pondingly improved.” 

The test of the Brewn segmental tube wire-wound 
gun is waiting tor the designation of a suitable 
powder, “ t correspondence with the trustees in- 
dicates that a suitable powder will be determined upon 
at an early date.” The inventor of the Hmery gun 
carriage to have it ready for test during the year 
1901, The 10th pneumatic carriage has been pro 
for this month. The Secretary of War is awaiting 
further and more complete tests of this 10-inch Howel 

ring carriage (counterpoise) before approving 
the recommendation of the Board that it be adopted 
as an additional type service carriage for use in our 
coast defences. It is expected that the alterations in 
it will be completed before the end of this year. Forty- 
eight rounds have been fired from the Driggs-Seabury 
$.724-inch rapid-fire gun. The mechanism is simple, 
and in the limited tests to which it has been so far sub- 
jected has performed in a satisfactory manner. Favor- 
able reports of the Vickers-Maxim 75 mm. mountain 
gun have been received from our officers in the Philip- 
pines. The 6-inch rapid-fire gun on Buffington-Cruzier 
mount (disappearing) is not approved, and it is recom- 
mended that no additional carriages of this type shall 
hereafter be procured for rapid-fire guns. — 1 

As to the 5-inch gun, pillar mount (carriage No, 2), 
the Board says: “While no serious defects in the mech- 
anism developed during the inspection and test of this 
mount, the Board does not consider it, in its present 
form, a suitable type for the service, and it is recom- 
mended that hereafter all empianamante for rapid-fire 
guns should be made to provide for pedestal mounts 
until the success of a satisfactory balanced pillar mount 
for these guns is definitely assured.” 

No further progress has been made in the development 
of high explosives for service use or in the method of 
throwing high explosives with safety from service guns. 
It is believed that electric power apparatus is now suf- 
ficiently developed to warrant its application to a num- 
ber of service carriages for competitive tests. The Board 
calls especial attention to the urgent need of a large 
increase in the appropriations made for the purchase 
of ammunition and material for use in target practice 
for sea-coast artillery. This is believed to be absolutely 
necessary if we are to have a well-trained personnel in 
charge of the guns. In order to carry on the work of the 
Board for the coming year an estimate of $100,000 was 
submitted at the meeting of the Board on Oct. 9, 1900. 

The work of equipping our coast fortifications is pro- 
gressing rapidly, and a arge portion of the new arma- 
ment is already installed. here is imperative need for 
an adequate force of trained artillerists to care for and 
man the guns now mounted. The boaru, therefore, 
deems it within its province to invite the attention of 
Congress to the necessity for reorganization and material 
increase of the artillery arm of the service. 

In this connection, also, the Board recommends that 
steps be taken at an early date to provide the coast 
artillery personnel with suitable ranges and other facili- 
ties for carrying out each year a system of practical 
drill and target practice with heavy guns under con- 
ditions approximating those of actual service.

REPORT OF THE COMMISSARY GENERAL. 


The annual report of the Acting Commissary General 
of Subsistence, Col. J. F. Weston, shows a total expendi- 
ture of $20,571,770.58. Of this $459,233.71 was ex- 
pended for stores lost or condemned, the reimburse- 
ments on this account amounting to $126,257.59. Rations 
were issued to the sufferers by flood in Texas, to the 
storm sufferers in Porto Rico, to Indians, to Cuban 
school teachers and others not in the military service. 

Details are given of the service of the Subsistence 
Department in Porto Rico, in the Philippines, in China 
and Alaska. An account is given of the success achieved 
by the use of frozen meat for the troops in the Philip- 
pines, and an extract is given from a complimentary al- 
lusion to the Subsistence Department by Lieut. Terrucio 
Vitale, of the Italian Army, military attache at Wash- 
ington. He says: ' 

“What pleased me probably more than anything else 
was the sight of serving hot roast beef to the soldiers 
on the firing line out in the Philippine Islands, miles 
and miles away from the military depots. The Com- 
missary Department of your war ottice has been criti- 
cised very harshly, but when you cunsider what it means 
to feed soldiers on the firing line with hot roast beef 
you will agree with me that it is a feat which few 
armies can boast of. All the time I have spent in the 
Philippine Islands I have lived and messed with the 
officers, have watched closely how the troops fared, and 
I — + a that the Commissary Department did splendid 
work. 

Extracts are given from the reperts of Major W. D. 
Beach, I. G. and 1st Lieut. Louis H. Bash, 13th Inf.. 
to show the excellence of the ration and reports of off- 
cers traveling on Army transports to show the excel- 
lence of the food and the skill in serving it on board 
these vessels. 

The reports of the board on a tropical ration is given 
at length with the endorsements of the Acting Commis- 
sary General and the Surgeon General. A brief account 
is given of the action with reference to an emergency 
ration. 

Attention is invited to the necessity for the following 
legislation: 

To authorize subsistence officers to keep public funds 
in their personal possession to settle small accounts. 
_To permit the sale of subsistence stores in good condi- 
tion, but in excess of the amount required. 

To transfer from the Quartermaster’s Department to 
the Commissary Department the duties properly belong- 
ing to it, such as the issue of bake crews. 

To establish a field bakery column, modeled upon 
those’ now authorized in all foreign armies, and provide 
trained bakers. , 

The act to increase the efficiency of the Subsistence 
Department presented at the last session of Congress 
is given in the report and its passage is asked for. The 
measure involves the addition of the grades of one col- 
onel, three lieutenant-colonels, and four majors, to he 
filled by promotions within the present regular establish- 
ment, and the addition of 32 captaincies, to be filled by 
original appointment, the total strength of the Depart- 
ment being increased to 62 officers as against the 22 
now on the regular roster, it being contemplated to dis- 
pense with all service under volunteer commissions in 
the Subsistence Department,

Of ‘the Commissary Sergeants the report says: “This 
class of non-commissioned officers are very compctent 
men.

saries are required, as well as appointments in the Vol. 
unteer staff corps in time of war, these vacancies be filled 
by the selection from among the list of cop. 
missary-sergeants. In this way the Volunteer regiments 
will have assigned to them men who are thoroughly com- 
petent to do the work of the Subsistence Department, 
and who will be able to better provide for the suste. 
nance of the men, thus tending to promote the health 
of the commands and increase the effectiveness of the 
same.’ 

The fact of there being so little complaint of inade. 
quacy of food supplies with the troops in the field js, 
in the opinion of Col. Weston, largely due to the fact 
that a regimental commissary and commissary sergeant 
is authorized for each regiment of infantry and cavalry, 
He says: “No regimental organization is complete 
without such officers, and it is urgently recommended 
that they be continued. It is also further recommended 
that a battalion commissary, with rank of first lieuten. 
ant, and a battalion commissary-sergeant be provided for 
each battalion of field artillery and for regiments of 
artillery when serving as infantry.”

THE CARTER CASE AGAIN, 


The hearing in the Carter habeas corpus case was due 
in Topeka, Kas., this week. The brief filed by Car 
ter’s attorneys consists of a repetition of their charges 
against Army courts-martial by which they hope to 
excite the prejudices of a civilian Judge. They have 
ransacked history to prove that courts-martial are not 
infallible, citing the cases of Admiral Byng and Fitz 
John Porter to show how far they may go astray, 
To complete this argument it would be necessary to 
show that there has been no miscarriage of justice in 
the civil courts of England and America during the 
last century and a half. This task is too hopeless a 
one for even the energetic counsel of Carter. 

Incidentally it may be stated that Admiral Byng was 
not a victim of the court-martial which found him 
technically guilty of violating the 12th Article of War, 
but recommended him to mercy. He was offered up by 
the British Government to appease popular indignation. 
The most extraordinary assumption on the part of Car- 
ter’s counsel is that an average trial jury is more 
competent to examine into a complicated case like that 
of Carter than a body of trained men of education and 
large experience, such as composed the Carter court: 
martial. Everything that has occurred since the trial 
in Savannah, including the damning testimony of Car- 
ter’s father-in-law before a civil justice, has tended to 
show that the conclusions of the court-martial presided 
over by General Otis were sound and their verdict a 
proper one. The only answer Carter’s counsel, in- 
cluding Mr. MacVeagh, have been able to make to it 
is abuse of the court and courts-martial practice. 

The answer to Carter’s present appeal is found in the 
brief for respondent prepared by Colonel Clous. In this 
Colonel Clous says: “Neither the capacity of the officers 
of the Army generally, nor the efficiency of the officers 
of the Judge Advocate General’s Department, nor the 
conduct of any member thereof has the remotest bearing 
upon the question at issue in the case at bar in the 
pending proceedings. I cannot refrain, therefore, from 
entering my protest against the conduct of the attorney 
for the petitioner in the particulars mentioned, and from 
remarking that if the latter’s conception of the ethics 
of the profession of law justifies in his own mind his 
conduct, the gentlemen assailed need no defence against 
his attacks.” 

Colonel Clous shows that this is an attempt to make 
the writ of habeas corpus serve the purpose of a writ 
of error, which it cannot lawfully do. he only ques- 
tions that can be raised are whether the court-martial 
had jurisdiction and whether the sentence imposed was 
such as the court had power to impose.

A TEST FOR FIELD GUNS. 


The Board of Ordnance and Fortifications has issued 
from the War Department a programme of tests for 
field artillery, to be made with a view of determining 
the best type of field gun and carriage for use in the 
service. Manufacturers submitting guns and carriages 
for the competitive test will be given one hundred days 
from Nov. 20 in which to do so, and should furnish 4 
general description of their equipment thirty days be 
fore March 19, 1901. The board expresses the opiniot 
that it is desirable the gaps and carriages should us 
fixed ammunition and should be provided with cyli 
ders and trail spades to reduce recoil to a minimum; 
limber chests should be on springs, and should provide 
for carrying the ammunition packed horizontally. 

The requirements allow a total weight of 3,950 Ds. 
behind horses. and of 15 Ms. for common shell loaded 
and fuzed. Muzzle velocity to be 1,700—1,750 fot 
seconds, with pressure not to exceed 33,000 Ibs. pe 
square inch. owder to be of known and satisfactory 
composition. The ammunition required during the tess 
will be furnished at the expense of the Government. 
careful inspection will be made of each gun and ¢a 
riage considering various points of structure and & 
tion. Velocity, accuracy and rapidity will be considered 
under various conditions.

WINSTON CHURCHILL’S FIRST STORY. 


As a boy I was not fond of books. Perhaps that was 
because my uncle, with whom I lived after the death of 
my parents, possessed a large library. When you nave 
a few books only you read; many books, when within the 
reach of your arm, do not always create a taste for 
literature, at least this was so in my case. After my 
graduation at Annapolis in 1894 I accepted a position 
on the Army and Navy Journal. During the five montis 
that I remained with that publication I made my first 
attempt at fiction. It was a short story—about twelve 
thousand words in length—which I called “Keegan's 
Elopement.” This I submitted to the Century Magazine, 
and after a-very anxious and trying four weeks received 
a note of acceptance. 


I shall never forget those four weeks. I spent most 


of my leisure moments in pacing 2 and down and across’ 
e 


Union Square, looking up at the Century office windows, 
anxiously wondering whether or not my story would be 
accepted. The seventy-five dollars which I received for 
my story encourag me to write two more short 
stories. hese were rejected. I realized, after they 
were returned, that they were so bad that it would be 
of no use to send them out the second time. My next 
effort in the way of fiction was called “By Order of the 
Admiral,” and was accepted by the Century people. 

It was quite three years before my first story was 
used, and ? had almost concluded that their only reason 
for buying it was to rid the world of so much bad litera- 
ture—a_ecase of public-spirited philanthropy.— Winston 
Churchill in November Success.

Tyson resigned as a lieutenant on March 14, 1866, and 
has been a resident of Pennsylvania for a number of 
years past. Rear Admiral Higginson was also a mem- 
ber of Mr. Tyson's class, and rememvers him with much 
pleasure as an exceedingly able officer. The cause 
of the death of Mr. syson is not given. 

Lieut. Palmer G. Wood, 12th Inf., who died Nov. 16 
at San Juan de Guenbia, P. L, of malarial fever, was a 
son of Major R. G. Wood, 41st Inf. (Captain, 12th Inf.), 
who sailed recently from New York for Manila on the 
Kitpatrick, and a brother-in-law of Col. P. D. Vroom, 
Inspector General. The deceased, a bright young officer, 
enlisted in 1897, served in. the —- campaign, and 
on Sept. 1, 1899, was appointed second lieutenant, 12th 
Inf., his father’s regiment. 

Rear Admiral Roger N. Stembel, U. 8S. N., who died 
Nov. 20 at the Fifth Avenue Hotel, New York, of pneu- 
monia after a short illness, was a veteran of distinguished 
service. He entered the service March 27, 1832, readhed 
the grade of Rear Admiral in 1874, having been previous- 
ly retired as commodore in 1872. He was born in Fred- 
erick, Md., in 1810, but appointed to the Navy from 
Ohio. The deceased was one of the three officers sent at 
the outbreak of the Civil War to Cincinnati to organize a 
flotilla for service on the Mississippi. In that flotilla he 
was given command of the gunboat Lexington, and was 
subsequently placed in charge of the Cincinnati; while 
commanding the latter vessel he was engaged in a severe 
battle with a Confederate ram near Memphis, when he 
was wounded in the throat by a minie ball, which dis- 
abled him from further service during the war. Re- 
turning to active service, he was given command of the 
sloop of war Canandaigua, attached to the Mediterranean 
Squadron. Next the North Pacific Squadron was placed 
under his charge, and in 1871 he was the commodore in 
charge of the whole Pacific Squadron, He was retired 
in 1872, having attained the age of 62, and was on his 
way back from Narragansett to his home in Washington, 
D. C., when he died. It will be remembered that Mrs. 
Stembel fractured her hip by a fall a few weeks azo, 
and she was in bed when *. husband died. His son and 
daughter, however, were with him at time of death. 
The son is Capt. James McB. Stembel, U. 8S. Army, re- 
tired. The remains were interred in the Woodlawn 
Cemetery, near New York. 

Lieut. Francis Joy Haeseler, U. 8. N., who died Nov. 
20: in the Naval Hospital, Brooklyn, N. ¥., from typhoid 
fever, was taken ill upon his return from a trip to Wash- 
ington, and was removed at once from the battleship 
Kearsarge, to which he was attached, to the hospital. 
The deceased officer entered the Naval Academy from 
Pennsylvania in 1876, was graduated in 1882, appointed 
ensign, junior grade, in 1883, and lieutenant in_ 1806. 
He served through the Spanish War on the Texas, 
under the late Rear Admiral (then captain) John W. 
Philip, and had command of the starboard turret of the 
battleship. During the war he added to his reputation 
as an ordnance expert, and was the inventor of several 
improvements in gun mechanism. His latest wus a 
breech mechanism for 8-inch guns, which has greatly 
increased rapidity of fire. Of the workings of this 
mechanism Rear Admiral O'Neil, Chief of the Bureau of 
Ordnance, said in his annual report for 1900, “Beginning 
with the gun loaded a rate of fire was obtained at the 
proving ground with this gun of six aimed shots per 
minute.” -He was assigned to the Kearsarge, his lust 
post of duty, several months ago. The remains were 
taken to the National Cemetery at Arlington, Va., where 
they were interred with suitable honors. He leaves a 
widow. 

Zacour Prall Boyer, an inventor of note, who died 
Noy. 17 at Philadelphia, served during the Civil War as 
Lieutenant Colonel, 173d Pennsylvania Vols., and in 
several responsible staff positions.

ARMY OFFICERS AS POSTMASTERS. 

Mr. F. W. Vaille, Director General of Posts of the 
Philippine Islands, in his annual report to the Post- 
master General published this week by the Post-Office 
Department, shows a surplus of $19,628 to the credit of 
the Philippine postal service. The revenue to June 30, 
1900, was $117,848, and the expenditures, $98,220. 

There are now 21 post-offices in the Philippines under 
the charge of the Americans, of which 11 are money or- 
der offices. Thirty-seven other offices are in charge of 
Army officials, and this system of military post-offices 
has worked very satisfactorily. During the year 37,734 
money orders were issued, amounting to $1,526,310, 
against less than $500,000 last year. 

Complaint is made of the low salaries paid in the 
service, and Mr. Vaille says that unless his salary 
($4,000) is soon increased he shall ask to be recalled. 

It is to be hoped that when the Director General of 
Posts in the Philippines gets his salary raised he will 
secure a like favor for his faithful assistants and co- 
workers among the Army officers and men, who are do- 
ing so much for their country and their flag in the dis- 
tant islands of the sea.

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A FALSE CONCLUSION. 


Captain A. T. Mahan, U. 8S. N., was the principal 
speaker at the Episcopal Church Congress convened in 
Providence, R. L., Novy. 15, his theme being “War from 
a Christian Point of View.” He held that while all 
war may not be justifiable, war in itself is entirely 
reconcilable with a Christian character and profession. 
Captain Mahan in his auswer to Tolstoi’s argument of 
non-resistance under all cireumstances called attention to 
the fact that the words of our Lord om the question of 
resistance have been quoted without their qualifying 
words and circumstances. Peter used the sword wrong- 
fully and was reprimanded. Later our Lord showed 
that, under different circumstances, he was favorable to 
force. On one oceasion he said: “He that hath no 
sword, let him sell his coat and buy one.” As Captain 
Mahan argues, Christ clearly meant to advise his fol- 
lowers to neglect no ordinary precautions, and clearly 
recommended self-defense by force of arms. He willed 
to allow evil to work its will on him, and spoke and 
advised accordingly. Such knowledge we do possess. 
We have our natural faculties, and have the sword 
committed to us, with conscience to direct it. Honest 
collision between mankind is evidently a law of pro- 
gress, whether its origin be a law of man or a law of 
God. 

The Rev. Dr. Van De Water, of New York, made an 

impassioned speech in reply to a criticism by Mr. B. H. 
Crosby, a disciple of Tolstoi, of the Church as the 
sponsor for and defender of war. He spoke as one 
who knew what war was from personal observation. 
When he saw the starving children in Cuba he said to 
himself that all the suffering and death of the Spanish 
war was as nothing to putting an end to such condi- 
tions. Bishop Hall, of Vermont, spoke briefly in the 
same vein. 

In a criticism upon the speech of Captain Mahan 
the New York “Evening Post” makes the broad asser- 
tion that there is but one possible explanation of war, 
and that is that men fight because they hate. This 
proves altogether too much, for the argument, if carried 
to its logical conclusion, would show that all contentions 
among men have their origin in hate. If by this we are 
to understand that hatred of what men or communities 
consider pernicious or untrue is the origin of hostilities, 
it may be admitted, but if it is meant that hatred of 
the individual is the moving spirit of action it is no 
more true of the soldier than it is of any other man 
whose sense of conscientious obligation compels him to 
oppose the interests or to interfere with the liberty of 
others. The judge who condemns a man to imprison- 
ment or death does not do this because he hates him, 
nor does the priest who denounces sin or, it may be, 
points to personal example of evil doing, do this be- 
cause he hates the individual. Even Jonathan Edwards 
in his fiercest denunciation of the sinner and his most 
vivid description of the infernal torments that awaited 
him was not moved by any unkindly impulse. He was 
simply presenting the logical deductions from his puti- 
tanical premises. - ; 

Even less is the soldier to be charged with the im- 
pulse of hate because his sense of duty, of loyalty to 
principle and honor, compels him to present himself in 
hostile array toward those who would injure or destroy 
the country to which his obedience is due. The spirit 
and the very letter of biblical teaching commends his 
conduct in this respect. 

We are even charitable enough to believe that the 
“Evening Post” in its fierce arraignment of our sol- 
ditrs and sailors, because it differs with them as to the 
righteousness of a particular cause, is not actuated by 
hate. Its philippics simply indicate its incapacity to 
comprehend the possibility of there being any other 
point of view than its own. It is strange that it should 
be men who most pride themselves upon their intelli- 
gence, education and culture who are most given to 
this form of uncharitableness, or hatred, as the “Post” 
would describe it if the conditions were reversed. 

If our contemporary will examine the facts it will 
discover that fightine is only a small part of the work 
our soldiers are doing in the Philippines. They are 
busied much of the time, as the reports of our command- 
ing officers show, in the public schools, teaching the 
native children how to read and write and talk 
English and impressing them with the spirit of our 
American institutions. They are building railroads, lay- 
ing telegraph lines, opening roads and in innumerable 
ways of which the “Post” makes no account are laying 
the foundations for a civilization which will in the end 
open a new and a broader career to the natives toward 
whom their hostility extends only so far as circum- 
stances compel it. The fighting and the killing are 
only incidental to this, and the record of casualties 
which the ‘‘Post” is fond of presenting at such fre- 
quent intervals shows that the risk to life and limb 
involved is only one-fourth as great as that attending 
the work of the men who bind our States and cities 
together in the bonds of railroad communication. Why 
then should the element of killing be the only one that 
appeals to the imagination of our contemporary? For 
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our soldiers doing their duty under such hard condi- 
tions—separated from home, from kindred, from asso- 
ciations as dear to them as to any other class of men— 
it has never a generous impulse or a kindly word. It is 
earping criticism, and even slander, without relief or 
cessation. The word of some anonymous slanderer, or 
some discontented enlisted man, weighs more with it than 
the most conservative statement of men who speak only 
the words of truth and soberness concerning what they 
have learned from practical experience regarding con- 
ditions in our distant island possessions. If it will 
not listen to us, will not the “Post” at least heed Bishop 
Potter, who says in the “Century” for November: 

“As to what American rule has already achieved in 
our new possessions, I am glad to affirm here what cor- 
respondence extending over two years, the testimony of 
responsible and impartial witnesses of all classes aud 
personal observation have led me to believe in regard 
to our Army and our civil servants in the Philippine 
Islands. That there have been no unworthy or ili- 
conducted individuals among them would be to demund 
that the standard of conduct, for example, in Manila 
should be higher than it is in Washington or Boston. 
I do not believe that it is, but I do believe that it is 
quite as high. The soldiers do not love their work in 
the Philippines—I should not, if I had to do it—but they 
do it, as I more than once saw, so as to earn the evident 
confidence of the communities among which they are 
stationed, and to give proof to these of the spirit and 
purpose of our presence in the Philippines.” 

No, dear “Evening Post,” it is not hatred, but love, 
that moves the heart of the soldier; love of countrys, 
Jove of duty, love of honor, love of comradeship—a love 
so great, so over-mastering, that he will give to it the 
highest proof of sincerity a man can give when he 
sacrifices his life for it. There is no friendship more 
true, more disinterested and beautiful than that which 
arises oftentimes between men who have been opposed 
in battle.

THE FRENCH FIELD GUN. 


In the Army and Navy Journal of Nov. 17 we gave 
most of the salient facts concerning the controversy at 
present disturbing the equilibrium of the War Depart- 
ment over the discovery of the plans for the French 
field gun and the action of some official in giving to the 
public the supposedly confidential report of the officer 
who accomplished this admirable piece of work for the 
Government. Since that time some of the daily papers 
have been hysterically crying over the alleged theft 
made by our agent, and have shown such ignorance of 
the matter that we think it necessary to again refer to 
the subject. 

The French gun “scandal” is simply another move 
made in the game of ordnance reorganization. In the 
early part of last August, immediately after it was de- 
cided by the Board of Ordnance and Fortifications to 
have a general trial of field guns prior to deciding upon 
any single one for adoption to the exclusion of all other 
types, the Recorder of the Board, Capt. I. N. Lewis, 
who is an artillery officer of the highest standing, went 
to Europe for the purpose of making a careful examina- 
tion of all types of heavy and light ordnance material 
to which he could gain access. He did not £0 incognito, 
but as Captain Lewis, an officer of the United States 
Army. Every one who cared knew why he was in 
Europe, and he was shown every attention by ordnance 
people of all the countries he visited. Among other 
places Captain Lewis went to the Exposition at Paris 
and was a close observer of the ordnance exhibit there. 
The results of his visit to Paris were even better than 
he had anticipated and, as he says in his report on the 
subject, through personal friends he was given an op- 
portunity to see the workings of the famous French 
field gun, with the necessary result that he now finds 
himself in a position to have one of equa] merit manu- 
factured for this Government. The officer was not 
abroad as a spy, for all knew of his visit; he did not 
buy the plans of the gun, but obtained from observation 
the essentials of the recoil features of the carriage. 
Captain Lewis did simply what is done every day by 
every military attache of a military nation; he examined 
ordnance material and asked questions. No blame has 
been attached to the officer by the French Government, 
which recognizes his recent visit as legitimate in every 
respect. He did not bring home the plans of the gun 
on paper; all his information was carried in his head. 
The work of Captain Lewis is, we think, worthy of 
praise and emulation, and in no way deserves the censure 
of the people for whom he has accomplished much. 

The War Department has been making a strenuous 
effort to ascertain who it was who gave the report on the 
French gun to the press. The Chief of Urdnance, Gen- 
eral Buffington, has been called upon by General Miles 
to contradict the statement made that his office is 
responsible. Although nothing of an official nature can 
be found out relative to the reply made by Genera] Buf- 
fington, it is understood that it was perfectly satisfac- 
tory and relieves the Ordnance Department of blame. 
The Navy Department has recently officially stated that 
the effort being made by certain of the French news- 
papers to connect Lieut. W. S. Sims, late United States 
Naval Attache at Paris, with the disclosures relative to 
the French gun are without the slightest foundation. 
Lieutenant Sims was relieved at his post in Paris some 
months ago, but was detained in Paris in connection 
with the distribution of prizes bestowed upon the in- 
ventors of devices for saving life at sea. This work, 
however, was wound up some time ago and Lieutenant 
Sims was immediately ordered to Gibraltar for the pur- 

pose of joining there the battleship Kentucky on her way 
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to Manila. He left on this vessel long prior to the time 
of the first publication relative to the disclosures jp 
connection with the French gun. Too much has 

been said about this matter, which, as we are informed, 
is all a tempest in a teapot and not worthy of so much 
talk. The fact is that the French Government has made 
no attempt of late to make a mystery of the new gup, 
It became impossible to do so when it passed beyond the 
stage of experiment and was introduced into the Service, 
Some of the new guns were sent to China, for example, 
where all the world could see them and take note of 
their peculiarities. 


JUSTICE TO THE ARMY. 

In the Act of Congress approved March 3, 1899, (30th 
Stats. at Large, 1006-7) entitled: “An Act to reorganize 
and increase the efficiency of the personnel of the Navy 
and Marine Corps of the United States,” Section 8 pro. 
vides that certain officers of the line may apply for 
voluntary retirement and be retired with the next hizher 
grade in the event of vacancies existing on the retired 
list of the Navy, and Section 11 of the same Act says: 
“That any officer of the Navy with a creditable record 
who served during the Civil War, shall, when retired, 
be retired with the rank and three-quarters of the sea 
pay of the next higher grade.” 

Early in the first session of the present Congress, a 
bill for the retirement of Army officers who served dur- 
ing the Civil War with the next higher grade was in- 
troduced and its passage recommended by the War 
Department, but thus far no action has been taken 
thereon in either house. It is stated upon good authority 
that there has been no interest displayed by Army officers 
generally in the passage of this measure, and that there 
fore favorable action cannot be expected. 

It is universally conceded that as a matter of equity, 
as well as justice, the officers of the Army who have 
seen service in the Civil War, as well as in the Spanish 
American war, are entitled to the same consideration 
as the officers of the Navy. While not desiring to make 
invidious comparisons between the two services, it is 
claimed for the Army that the hardshivs and privations 
suffered by those who served their country on land 
have no paralell in the sister Service. 

It is, unfortunately, too often the case that in any 
measures pending before Congress relating to the Army, 
the ordinary Army officer fails to take an active interest 
when he is not personally benefited by them. But let 
it not be forgotten that the recognition of faithful service 
in two wars, while rewarding but a portion of the 
mass of Army officers, will in the end redound to the 
benefit of all and establish a precedent for like re 
wards in the future. It is, therefore, suggested that 
every Army officer, no matter.of what rank, exert him- 
self with his Representatives in Congress for the purpose 
of obtaining justice for the Army, so that it may be 
placed upon the same footing as the Navy in the matter 
of retirement.

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In a statement prepared by a firm of Washington 
lawyers, the stubborn defiance by the Second Comp- 
troller of the decisions of the courts in the matter of 
longevity is clearly set forth. There is nothing sew 
in the statement, as it merely recites facts heretofore 
presented in the Army and Navy Journal and wel! 
known to all interested in the subject. Nothing but an 
act of Congress will compel the Comptroller to reverse 
his decree that the decision of the Supreme Court iu the 
Watson case is not binding upon the accounting officer 
in disposing of claims of a similar nature filed on the 
strength of this decision, and all such claims have been 
rejected. It is a great hardship to those concerned to 
compel them to await the slow movement of the legisla- 
tive machinery to secure what the courts have declared 
to be their right, but there appears to be no other 
remedy. The Senate, on July 7, 1898, passed a remedial 
bill, and it was formally reported upon by the Military 
Committee of the House, but the House did not reach 
it before adjournment, and it failed to become a law. 
Another attempt will be made to secure action by Con- 
gress upon a measure which has already been recognized 
by that body as just and proper, and which has been 
earnestly recommended by the War Department as a 
matter of obvious right. It would seem that the Comp- 
troller should have been disposed to be liberal in the 
matter in view of the way the Army has suffered from 
what has been shown to be an erroneous interpretation 
of the law by the Treasury Department.

Senator Hawley of Connecticut, chairman of the Mili- 
tary Committee, talking about Army legislation says: “I 
don’t favor the proposition of General Miles to establish 
an Army upon a pro rata basis. The size of the Army 
establishment should depend largely upon the military 
needs of the country. In my opinion, an Army of not 
less than 100,000, and perhaps more, should be main- 
tained at the present time. In the near future, of course. 
there may be cause for reduction, but this number at 
least ought to be agreed upon at this time. Again. | 
think a measure might be passed empowering the Presi- 
dent to use his discretion to a great extent in determining 
the exact strength of the Army, not of course to exceed 
the maximum fixed by Congress. Under conditions sucb 
as those existing at present, for instance, the President 
could recruit an Army of whatever proportions he deems 
necessary to handle the Filipfho insurrection, and upon 
the conclusion of that work he could reduce the numb:eT 
of troops in proportion to existing needs. This, I think, 
would be a most excellent solution of the whole problem. 
I do not believe that the Military Affairs Committee 
will agree to any plan looking to the establishment of 
the Army upon a pro-rata 
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November 24, 1900. 


WORK OF THE SIGNAL CORPS. 

Naturally, the most interesting portions of the annual 
report of the chief signal officer, Brig. Gen, A. W. 
Greely, are those dealing with operations in the field in 
China and the Philippines. The record of the achieve- 
ments of the Signal Corps men in China as told by Gen. 
Greely, which is necessarily incomplete, since he had 
not at the time of writing received the report of Major 
George P. Scriven, U. 8. Vols., who was at the head of 
the Signal Corps detachment in China, gives an excel- 
lent idea of the handicaps under which otr men worked 
on the way .from Tien-Tsin. 

According to General Greely the American Signal 
Corps men gathered in all the laurels that were within 
reach in the Pekin expedition. When the 9th Inf, was 
ordered to China Lieut. Col. James Allen, Signal Officer, 
Division of the Philippines, selected 1st Lieut. Henry 
W. Stamford, Signal Officer, U. S. Vols., to command 
a detachment of 15 men to accompany the infantry 
with material and equipments necessary for the con- 
struction, operation and maintenance of 50 miles of 
flying telegraph lines. Reinforcements went with Gen- 
eral Chaffee so that Lieutenant Stamford eventually 
had 5 officers and 25 men and equipment for 150 miles 
of line. 

General Greely explains that the United States, not 
having adhered to the International Telegraph Union, 
could claim telegraphic facilities only after the official 
dispatches of the adhering nations had been trans- 
mitted. It thus happened that the War Department was 
for nearly ten days unable to obtain on its own account 
any direct information from its officers in China. 

From Lieutenant Stamford came on July 23 the 
first cheering assurance of the envoys’ safety. 

Col. James Allen obtained an Army wagon for the 
exclusive use of the Signal Corps detachment, which 


took it along from Manila. Unfortunately this trans- 
portation was taken away from the cor leaving it to 
put up a telegraph line of 150 miles without means of 
land transportation. 

By dint of great energy Lieutenant Stamford suc- 
ceeded in pressing into service a motley variety of 
carts and mules, together with a considerable number 
of Chinese laborers. Until Matow was reached Lieu- 
tenant Stamford, by extraordinary exertions, had suc- 
ceeded in keeping Chaffee’s division in communication 
with Tien-Tsin. At Matow, however, the wire gave 
out, and Lieutenant Stamford found himself obli to 
wait two days for the arrival of the extra wire by 
lighters, but he succeeded in covering the ground lust 
by two days’ marches, and brought affee’s command 
again in communication with Tien-Tsin. 

These operations entailed not only marching as fast 
as the Army and the construction of a telegraph line 
equal in length to the daily marches, but also the estab- 
lishment of telegraph stations at night, their dismantling 
in the morning, and the capanet of telegrams during a 
considerable part of the night. For ten days at a time 
the detachment had to work without escort or any pro- 
tection. 

The nearest telegraphic force was two days behind 
Lieutenant Stamford. This was the military organi- 
zation of the Japanese Army. As it was, all telegraphic 
reports of advance operations of the allied armies in the 
march to Pekin necessarily passed over the Signal Corps 
line. The occupation of Pekin was thus reported. The 
first information as to the capture of Yangt-Sun, on 
Aug. 6, was received from Major Scriven, Signal Corps. 
Through the labors of Lieutenant Stamford’s men the 
Anerican iy A carried the first telegraphic wire into 
Pekin, where the first telegraph office was installed in 
the house of Minister Conger. This action permitted 
General Chaffee, in Pekin, to extend courtesies in the 
way of transmitting telegrams to officials of the British, 
Russian, French, German, Italian and even Chinese 
Governments, and likewise to the press. So strenuous 
were the labors of the enlisted Signal Corps men, both 
before and after their arrival in Pekin, that it was 
with difficulty that telegraphic work was maintained at 
Pekin, owing to the large number of operators incapa- 
citated by sickness. 

From the present outlook the entire Asiatic Coast, 
according to General Greely, will continue to be tied 
up by European cable corporations, to the utter exclu- 
sion of facilities entirely American. 

Capt. A. B. Dyer, Acting Signal Officer, Department 
of California, is complimented for his “indefatigable 
exertions” in providing the additional equipment sent 
to Lieutenant Stamford with General Chaffee. Lieuts. 
Peter Bartsch and Chas. O. Hastings, U. 8. Vols., are 
also favorably mentioned. 

Hard as has been the work in China, it cannot be 
said to have been more arduous than the duties devoly- 
ing upon the corps in the Philippines. General Grecly 
says: “It fell to the lot of Major Richard BE. Thompsvun, 
Signal Corps, and his successor, Lieut. Col. James Allen, 
Signal Corps, to initiate, construct, operate and main- 
tain a system of military telegraph and telephone lines 
which, as to their importance, extent .and efficieucy, 
have no equal in the history of warfare.” Of these two 
oflicers the report says: “The chief signal officer can- 
hot commend in too high terms the ability, energy and 
professional skill of these officers.” 

In connection with General Lawton’s famous march 
through untraveled eastern Luzon, when Major Thomp- 
son performed the remarkable feat, deemed impossible 
of accomplishment, of keeping Lawton in daily communi- 
cation with the commanding general at Manila, there 
were about 100 miles of line constructed, of which 
fully 75 miles were necessarily abandoned and the rest 
recovered by Captain Russel and his efficient command. 
It thus followed that there were constructed during the 
year 803 miles of field lines which are no longer in 
existence. This makes the entire telegraph construction 
during the fiseal year ending June 30, 1900, aggregate 
4,273 miles of land lines and cables, an average of 12 
miles per day, Sundays and holidays included. On June 
0U, 1900, there were in operation 3,007 miles of telegraph 
lines and cables, with 406 telegraph and telephone of- 
fice. of which no less than 301 connected directly with 
the headquarters of the commanding general at Manila. 

 searcity of skilled telegraphers has rendered it 
hecessary to operate many short lines by telephone, and 
there are now efficient military telephone exchanges ut 
Manila, Doilo, Cebu, Jolo, Cavite, Bohol, Santa Cruz 
and other important points. The total number of mes-

The principal signee Corps assistants of Major Thomp- 
Son and Colonel Allen in field work were Major Geor 

P. Scriven, Capt, Edgar Russel and Capt. Daniel J. 
Gurr,” Colonel Allen commends in the highest possible 
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terms the ability, efficiency and professional skill of 
these officers, upon whom has devolved an enormous 
work which been performed in a manuer eliciting 
praise from all commanders with whom they bave 
served. The reports of these officers appear as appeu- 
dices to the report of the C, 8. O. 

Captain Carr, who is highly commended for his ef- 
fective work by Col. Jacob Smith, credits Lieutenants 
Lenoir, Mitchell, Stamford and Duffy with surmounting 
more difficult problems than fell to his immediate com- 
mand, Of Lieutenant Mitchell he says: “His bound- 
less energy and practical and theoretical knowledge of 
line work were put to severe strains, but he met every 
difficulty in a most creditable manner.” 

Lieutenant Gibbs’s work in connection with cavalry 
operations near Norzagaray Jan. 5—10 are interesting 
because of the operation of a vibratory (buzzer) kit of 
13 paves of naked No. 9 iron wire laid in muddy, wet 
roads, 

A most important duty of Captain Carr’s command 
illustrates the versatility and ability of the American 
soldier. This was the establishment and operation of a 
train-dispatcher’s service on the railway between Manila 
and Dagupan. The trains were many and ran at 
first entirely as extras, thus making the service important 
and exacting. The duty was performed with entire 
satisfaction, and no accident of any kind occurred in 
connection with the dispatcher’s service. 

Capt. Edgar Russel served with very marked dis- 
tinction as signal officer to General Lawton’s division. 
In the flanking march in October, 1899, from San Fer- 
nando to San Jose, Captain Russel “displayed in a 
conspicuous degree those qualities of resourcefulness, 
energy, courage and professional skill which have gained 
him such warm commendation from his commanders in 
the field.” Lawton was kept in communication with 
Manila until he changed his base to T'ayug. 

During the year Captain Russel’s command cop- 
structed 953 miles of land lines and aided in the laying 
of 112 miles of cable. Captain Russel urges suitable 
official recognition of Lieut. Mack K. Cunningham, U. 
S. V., for efficient field service and gallantry in action 
in the fighting around Imus on Oct. 2, 18¥9, and com- 
mends for coolness and bravery a number of enlisted 
men. He also commends the excellent work of Lieut. 
Walter L. Clarke in connection with the Schwan expeii- 
tion from Oct. 6 to 13. 

During the field operations of Generals Bates and 
Schwan in January, 1900, occurred a notable illustration 
of resourcefulness and ingenuity. There being no light 
wire, either naked or insulated, for these rapidly mov- 
ing columns, Colonel Allen suggested the use of un- 
twisted armor wire from the copper-covered river cable, 
and, by an ingenious method of untwisting and reeling 
devised by Sergeant Bohler, 40 miles of small copper 
wire were obtained. The widely separated commands 
were kept in communication over 30 miles of this naked 
copper wire which was worked by the Signal Corps 
vibratory (buzzer) kit for about a week, during which 
time the wire lay naked on the ground. A very notable 
feat, General Greely considers it. 

General Greely also says: ‘Acknowledgement should 
be made for the volunteer service of Lieut. Max Wag- 
ner, 26ti Inf., who acted as signal officer during an 
auxiliary expedition to Capiz. Lieut. Wagner's ser- 
vices were admirably rformed, and he displayed the 
courage and energy which marked his career until his 
untimely death a few days since.” 

General Greely geeks in the highest terms of the en- 
listed men of the Signal Corps which “to a greater ex- 
tent than any other corps in the Army depends for its 
standing and efficiency on the intelligence, character, 
ability and zeal of its enlisted men.” 

They have been overworked to the point of exhaus- 
tion and have never grumbled, and he quotes Major 
Scriven as saying they needed a check to keep them 
from working when worn out. In an appendix is a 
record of the gallantry of the enlisted men. 

“The Signal Corps is called a non-combatant corps,” 
says General Greely, “and service therein is frequently 
spoken of as non-hazardous. That it is extra hazardous, 
when the Signal Corps is efficiently handled in the field, 
is shown by records of the past year in the Philippines, 
where its percentage of strictly war casualties, ‘killed, 
wounded and captured,’ far exceeds that of the Army as 
a whole. With an average force of only 302 men there 
have been killed, wounded and captured in active op- 
erations 12 men, or four per cent. of the entire force. 
Five others have been wounded under conditions not 
yet reported, thus making the entire percentage of 
killed, wounded and captured 5.7 per cent. On the other 
hand, the loss by disease, only 3, or 1 per cent., illustrates 
the high order of intelligence whereby these men avoided 
the most fruitful causes of disease.’ 

In his remarks on military cables in the Philippines 
General Greely says: “The cable experiences of the 
Signal Corps, both in Cuba and the Philippines, bear 
testimony to the efficiency of American cables, espec- 
iallv for war purposes, wherein are involved rough 
work.” It is hoped that every military garrison of any 
size in the Phuippines, from the extremely northern 
point of Luzon southward to the Jolo-Zulu group, aud 
eastward to Samar, will be in telegraphic communica- 
tion with each other by Jan. 1. 

INTERNATIONAL CABLE CONFERENCE. 

In connection with the proposed American-Pacific 
cable, the Chief Signal Officer calls attention to the 
fact that the whole subject of the rights, privileges and 
immunities of submarine cable property in time of war 
has been brought to notice during the panish-American 
War, and should properly be a matter of consideration 
for an international cable conference. 

Three officers of the Signal Corps, Lieut. Col. James 
Allen, Major Joseph B. Maxfield and Capt. George O. 
Squier, have especially applied themselves to acquire 
knowledge regarding the electrical and other fan pr 
constants of submarine cabies, the best met s of 
operation, the lines along which invention is advancing, 
cable operations, and other data relative to this subject. 
General Greely declares “that the trans-Pacific cable 
should be thoroughly American in its manufacture, in- 
stallation and operation.” 

General Greel says that after the muster out of the 
Volunteers in 1899 ‘in response to the demands of our 
active and progressive generals, there was soon devel- 
oped in the American Army a system of application 


of electricity to war on a scale unprecedented in mili- 
tary history.” 
As showing the strenuous demands upon the corps, 


there is now no Signal Corps officer, either Regular or 
Volunteer, on duty in the United States West of Wash- 
ington. Capt. J. B. Bennett, U. 8. A., Acting 8. O., 
Department of Colorado, and Lieut.

General Greely then says: “This system of al 
work by detail throughout the Army has invariably failed 
in producing either officers or men competent to bandle 
signal parties even against untrained foes.

G., Department of the Lakes, ‘that signaling 
and everything pertaining to it be put in the hands of 
the Signal Corps only. Ss mana now it only serves 
to take officers and men from their proper dw to 
half learn something they will never use if the Signal 
Corps performs theirs.’ ” 

General Greely is pleased to report the construction of 
a Signal Comms post, Fort Myer, Va., where has been 
installed a school for instruction, which is ex to 
do away with the former wastefulness and deficiencies. 
Capt. G. W. S. Stevens, U. 8S. V., is praised tor the 
“present creditable condition of the post,” and his soli- 
tary assistant, Lieut. Geo. C. Burnell, U. 8. V., is 
spoken of as “a most efficient and zealous officer.”

John J. Ryan received the com- 
mendation of General Greely, who cites as an illuatra- 
tion of the present efficient service that at a few mo- 
ments’ notice the commanding general at Havana can 
be put in direct communication with any body of troops 
in the island. The problem of direct communication 
between Havana and Santiago, which was never pos- 
sible under Spanish management, has been thoroughly 
solved. A cable has been laid across the harbor of 
Havana from Morro Castle to Cabana. 

General Greely says: “From time to time the idea 
has been broached that the work of the Army in Cuba 
consisted largely in the exploitation of Cuban resources 
for the benefit of Americans. ‘Lhe injustice to the 
United States of these misleading reports is shown by 
the administration of the military telegraph lines.” 
Then General Greely by some simple figuring shows 
that for the inefficient and utterly unsatisfactory Spanish 
telegraph service the Cuban people paid about $200,000 
a year more than for the present excellent America 
service. . 

Major W. A. Glassford, U. 8. V., and Lieut. F. M. 
Jones, U. 8. ¥., ve done work in Porto Rico that 
receives great praise from the ©. 8. O., who takes

Had they 
not withdrawn their bid, it is probable that some ar- 
rangement might have been made for the distribution 
among the three companies for the manufacture of the 
armor other than that of the Maine class. Their bid, 
however, was of value in enabling the Department to 
secure the above large reduction. 

It is understood at the Navy Department that the in- 
vestigations set on foot by the Bureau of Medicine and 
Surgery for the determination of the sanitary status of 
Subig Bay and its environs, with reference to its oc- 
cupation as a Naval Station, show that the only illnesses 
to be feared by the European dweller there are in- 
sects and a mild type of malaria. It is believed that 
the salubrity of the climate of Subig Bay and indeed all 
that part of the Philippines will do much to influence the 
Government to make some preparations toward the 
transfer of the shops and so ferth at Cavite to the more 
salubrious location in Subig Bay. 

Although both the Alvarado and the Sandoval, cap- 
tured gunboats, have arrived at Annapolis, it is not 
expected that much use will be made of these little 
craft for drill and instruction purposes before the — 
ing of spring, but as soon as the climatic conditions 
shall permit, these vessels will be utilized to the fullest 
extent for drills and instruction by the cadets of the 
first and second classes. It is the intention of Superin- 
tendent Wainwright that full use shall be made of the 
advantages conferred by the Alvarado and Sandoval for 
the acquisition of a complete knowledge of torpedo 
warfare in actual practice. To this end a complete 
course of instruction will be formulated for the summer 
campaign of next year. 

The question of compasses has become of paramount 
importance to the Navy now that such a large number 
of torpedo boats and such craft have been laid down, and 
the Bureau of Navigation is struggling with the problem 
having in view the maximum of efficiency with the mini- 
mum cost of trouble. The compass experimental office, 
under the charge of Comdr. 8. WW. B. Diehl, U. 8. N., 
has done much excellent work in the elucidation of the 
problems presented, but much remains to be done, and 
it is understood that within the year now at hand, several 
important improvements will probably be instituted in 
the accuracy and reliability of the marine compass as 
installed in our naval vessels. 

Mr. Thornycroft, England’s torpedo boat builder, does 
not believe it necessary for Great Britain to build sub- 
marine boats, even if the experiments of other nations 
have been quite successful. He regards the American 
submarine boat as the best type yet made, but he doubts 
its efficacy, even for harbor defence. 

Owing to the mysterious disappearance of relics at 
the Naval Museum, Boston, Mass., Rear Admiral Samp- 
son has ordered the place closed until suitable arrange- 
ments can be made to protect the property on ex- 
hibition. 

Paymaster R. B. Rodney, U. 8. Navy, retired, claims 
the difference in pay between his retired naval pay at the 
rate of $1,600 a year and the pay of a retired Army 
officer of corresponding rank at $2,625 for the period 
from June 7th to 18th, 1900. His claim for difference 
between Army and Navy retired pay has before been 
submitted to the office of the Comptroller of the Treas- 
ury and disallowed. After that decision, Section 13 of 
the Navy Personnel act was amended so as to provide: 
“That nothing therein shall operate to reduce the pay 
which, but for the passage of said act, would have been 
received by any commissioned officers at the time of its 
passage or thereafter.”” Paymaster Rodney’s contention 
is that the phrase quoted should be construed as though 
it read “but for the passage in such act,” and treated 
as referring to the clause prohibiting a change in Navy 
retired pay. In summing up the case the mptroller 
says: ‘To give the words the effect asked for would be 
to confine the benefits of the amendment to the class of 
officers retired before the passage of the act, since the 
words could not have one meaning for one class of offi- 
cers anr another meaning for another class. I decide, 
therefore, that the words must be held to relate to the 
passage of the act by Congress, and not to the provision 
prohibiting a change of the pay of Navy officers then on 
the retired list, which provision still remains in force 
notwithstanding the amendment of June 7, 1900. The 
action of the Auditor in refusing to allow the claim is 
affirmed.” 

The U. 8S, S. Yankton was under orders to leave 
Port Royal Nov. 17 to continue and complete the 
survey of Nipe Bay, on the northeast coast of Cuba. 
The Hydrographic Office has already published the 
results of the Yankton’s work in Nipe last winter on 
Chart No. 1884, which covers the approaches and en- 
trance and all of the bay itself which can be used by 
ships of war. Nipe Bay is destined to have great com- 
mercial importance in the near future. Its approaches 
are free of all dangers. The channel is wide and very 
deep and without obstructions, and the anchorages in- 


side are commodious and absolutely protected. It is 
about one hundred miles nearer to New York than 
Havana. The Yankton’s address will be “Gibara, 
Cuba.” 


The latest reports from the Kentucky, sent from 
Gibraltar, show that this fine ship bids fair to be a 
record breaker in the matter of efficiency, for on her 
arrival at that point, following a very successful cun 
across the Atlantic, her machinery and boilers were 
reported as being in the same condition as when she 
sailed from New York. The progress of the Ken- 
tucky to Manila will be watched with deep interest by 
the Navy Department officials, for the anticipation 
among those competent to judge is that this vessel will 
be as efficient in the matter of long and successful 
cruising as her illustrious predecessor, the Oregon. 

The torpedo boat Stockton, built by the W. R. Tries 
Company, of Richmond, Va., had her initial trial tri 
on Nov. 16 in the Patuxent River, off Barren Island, 
over the measured mile course, for the purpose of 
“standardizing” her screws. It was the first time a 
vessel built for the Government had been tested over 
this course, which was laid out by the Coast Survey 
with great accuracy. The instructions were to run the 
Stockton at the following speeds: Sixteen knots, 18, 
20, 23, 25 and 26, which was done successfully, the final 
speed being exceeded by about one-quarter knot, equiva- 
lent to about 29 miles. On Monday, Nov, 19, the second 
trial was held, as to standardization, that is the ratio 
of revolutions of the propeller to the speed of the vessel. 
At 26 knots the Stockton developed 360 revolutions 
per minute. George A. Coleman, of New York, an ex~- 
pert in testing Government. vessels, was chief engineer, 
and had charge of the engine room, with a competent 
corps of tants. The coal used came from the 
Pocohontas mines of Virginia. The members of the 
Government Trial Board were Comdr.

The Bureau of Construction and Repair of the Navy 
Department has received a despatch esting BS the 
necessity for the return of the Scorpion to mond, 
Va., for repairs n tated by her recent accident. 
The trial of this craft will not be continued until she has 
been put in first-class condition, which will probably 
take about three weeks. 

The Fish Commission steamer Albatross will take 
her departure from San Francisco, Cal., as soon as the 
few repairs required are completed, and will steer for 
the “South Seas” for a continuation of the work outlined 
last year, The Albatross has achieved an enviable 
record as a deep-sea sounder, and is likely to add to the 
reputation of her officers by still further explorations 
on the hitherto unexplored portions of the great sea- 
floor of the Pacific Ocean. 

Rapid progress is being made with the big dry dock 
at Newport News, and it is said by the company officials 
that the dock will be ready for use by the first of 
February next. The country is to be congratulated on 
the approaching completion of this fine piece of work. 

The shops of the Fore River Engine and Shipbuild- 
ing Company, at Weymouth, Mass., are rapidly ap- 
proaching completion, and will be models of convenience 
and efficiency when finished. 

Work on the battleship Alabama is being pushed with 
all the force available by the contractors, and it'is gen- 
erally understood that her destination will be the atic 
Station. 

Bids for removing the wreck of the U. 8. 8S. Maine, 
blown up in Havana Harbor in 1898, will be opened 
Dec. 15 next. The contractor will be allowed uutil 
April 1 next to remove the material, and must engage 
to use no explosives in the removal. 

Plans are under consideration at the Navy Depart- 
ment for the employment of all naval cadets who shall 
graduate next June as watch and division officers, and 
the idea is to make these young men officers in fact 
rather than as hitherto keeping them as a sort of up 
messenger boy, “in ever y’s mess and nobody's 
watch.” This action of the Department is in anticipa- 
tion of the abolition of the two years’ course at sea.

NAVAL STATION AT TUTUILA. 
Pago Pago, Oct. 31, 1900. 

Commander B. F. Tilley reports that peace and quiet- 
ness prevails everywhere among the natives and that 
they are becoming more industrious and tractable and 
are striving to rise to a higher condition. Captain 
Tilley says: “They are most obedient and respectful 
even when I am obliged to refuse their requests or to 
give decisions upon various matters which are disap- 
pointing to them. Since my last report I have visited 
the islands of Ofu and Olesiga of the Manua group. 
I found a good anchorage at both islands and was most 
cordially received by the natives. Much attention is 
being given everywhere to the planting of cocoanuts and 
bananas, and in some places cocoa trees are being 
planted. There will soon be a large increase in the 
productions of the islands. The amount of copra already 
exported this year is much larger than usual. 

“The revenues of the islands thus far amount to only 
about $150 per month from customs, dues and licenses 
issued to traders and others, so that I am unable to make 
some much needed improvements in the roads and in the 
entrances through the reefs into a number of the small 
harbors, for lack of funds. It would give much en- 
couragement to these people if our government would 
spend a few thousand dollars in this way. They have 
no tools and are ignorant in regard to the construction 
of roads and bridges but are willing to give their labor. 
I have refrained from putting any tax upon them as 
they have contributed very liberally to the construction 
of schools and churches, and as yet have not recovered 
from the effects of the war. I think, however, that next 
year a tax of about $6,000 can be collected from the 
islands without causing any hardship or complaint 
among the people. 

“The climate of the islands has been most deligntful 
for the past six months and the general health of the 
people is excellent. It is desirable that a little money 
should be spent in some of the villages to improve the 
water supply, which is so impure in these places as to be 
dangerous to the health.”

The reports circulated to the effect that some of the 
officers of the cruiser Charleston were under the in- 
fluence of liquor at the time of her wreck has once again 
been brought to the attention of the Navy Department. 
by a minister residing in Roxbury, Massachusetts, It 
will be remembered that the original charges against the 
officers were made by a minister, who claimed to have 
received his information from an electrical engineer 
stationed with one of the ships on the Asiatic station, 
who in turn was informed by enlisted men of the 
Charleston.

Another charge has been made that several of 
the men of the cruiser who testified at the court of in- 
quiry that some of the officers were drunk were im- 
peices for perjury. This has also been denied by

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THE NAVAL ACADEMY. 
Annapolis, Md., Nov. 20, 1900. 

The members of the third class of Naval Cadets have 
been placed on the Third Conduct Grade for insubordin- 
ate proceedings. The cause of the order that reduces 
the liberty of fifty-six cadets was the signing of a peti- 
tion to the Secretary of the Navy without passing 
through the regular Academy officials, to exercise clem- 
ency towards ex-Naval Cadet William P. Reid, of Ari- 
zona, third class, who was dismissed for “gouging” 
(getting information improperly) and falsehood. The 
order was in accordance with the recommendation of 
the superintendent, after a report made to him by a 
board of inquiry, sitting in the Academy. The dismissal 
grew out of the charge of copying his work on a theme 
from another cadet. The ex-cadet left the Academy on 
the afternoon of Nov. 15, and, as is the regular course in 
such cases, the superintendent issued another order for- 
bidding the dismissed cadet from coming into the Aca- 
demy grounds. 

There are three conduct grades in the Academy— 
the first grade allows the cadets on it to come out of the 
Academy into Annapolis once a week; the second gives 
liberty once in two weeks; the third grade gives it once 
in four weeks. ‘The grade is established by cadets 
having had only a certain number, or beneath that 
number, of demerits during the preceding month.

MEMORANDUM. 

The appropriations made by Congress from year to 
year specifically for the service of the year beginning 
July 1, following their enactment, are known as “annual 
appropriations.” The life of an annual appropriation is 
three years. For example, the act approved March 1), 
1898, provided for the support of the Army for the 
year beginning July 1, 1898, and ending June 30, 189%; 
1. @., for the fiscal year 1899. The amounts appropriated 
by this act proving insufficient they were supplemented 
by subsequent appropriations for the same year. Among 
the amounts appropriated by the first and the supple 
mental acts was the oqgreeetotion “Medical and Hospital 
Department, 1899,” $2,765,000.00. This amount was 
and is available from July 1, 1898, until June 30, 1901, 
to pay liabilities incurred during the period July 1, 1898, 
to June 30, 1899. The bulk of these obligations was 
paid during the year when they were incurred. Di- 
bursements from this appropriation to the amount of 
$1,316,721.35 were reported by the Surgeon General 
Oct. 12, 1899, in his report for the year 1899, as made 
during the twelve months ended June 30 preceding. The 
———— balance of appropriation was stiu available 
for the payments of claims and bills pertaining to the 
year in question, and accordingly such unpaid bills to the 
amount of $551,325.81 were settled during the twelve 
months July 1, 1899, to June 30, 1900. It must not bh 
forgotten, however, that these payments, although in 
fact made during the fiscal year 1900, pertained ex- 
clusively to obligations and liabilities incurred during 
the preceding fiscal year and were accordingly made 
from the appropriation *‘Medical and Hospital Depart 
ment, 1899.”

GENERAL OTIS’S REPORT. 


The report of Major Gen. E. 8. Otis on the Philippines 
was not concluded with the portion which we reviewed 
st some length some weeks ago. That dealt with the 
nilitary operations. The latter part which has just come 
from the press is devoted to the progress of civil govern- 
ment as established under military authority. This is 
an exhausive review of the changes instituted in the 
administration of civil affairs, more interesting to a civil- 
ian with a legal turn of mind perhaps than to those 
chiefly concerned in the interests of the Army. How- 
ever, a8 this report embraces the most important work 
ever attempted by the United States Army in the direc- 
tion of civil government, it will always be of value 
as showing the capacity of our Army to adjust itself 
to conditions of the most unusual] character. 

After describing the reign of terror and general con- 
fusion that reigned in the islands as a result of the lies 
spread among the masses by the Filipino newspapers, 
General Otis proceeds to give in detail the changes in 
civil and Jegal procedure. The provost courts estab- 
lished by G. O. 8, Aug. 22, 1898, Dept. of the Pacific, 
had a certain jurisdiction in civil matters conferred upon 
them pending the establishment of a civil judiciary. 
“The business transacted by these provost courts was 
large and very satisfactorily performed,” says the re- 
ort. 

TD compliance with the general instructions received 
from Washington the military control was relaxed and 
released in many particulars, and as rapidly as existing 
circumstances warranted. The civil courts were re-estab- 
lished and their criminal jurisdiction extended beyond 
the limits which Spain had permitted. 

The inhabitant who was charged with a criminal mis- 
deme:nor was entitled to a fair and open trial on written 
complaint or information, to be confronted by his accu- 
sers, to the writ of habeas corpus, to be admitted to bail, 
to the privilege of appeal, to be assigned counsel, to be 
considered innocent until legally declared guilty—the 
same aS One of the most favored citizens of the United 
States. 

Another preliminary and very important consideration 
was to determine what particular torm of government 
was best suited for towns and cities and possibly for 
provinces, their condition and the practices and tenden- 
cies of the inhabitants being considered. The Spanish 
municipal governments were to a certain extent a devel- 
opment of the former family, clan or tribal village cus- 
toms, although, by a burdensome taxation which the 
general government imposed upon industries of every 
character, they failed to satisfy the people. But the 
people knew nothing else, and had no conception of civil 
liberty in the abstract, in so far as their individual 
rights and the duties they owed to the State were con- 
cerned. They, too, were politically corrupt, however 
honest their intentions in private business dealings, and 
office was valued more for the illegal, pecuniary gains to 
be derived from it than on account of the persona] promi- 
nence it conferred. 

The work of the Board organized Jan. 29, 1900, to 
formulate a plan of municipal government is gone into 
at length. On this board were Chief Justice C. Arel- 
lano of the Supreme Court, Attorney-General I. Torres, 
Lieut. Col. E. H. Crowder, 39th Vol. Inf., and Lieut. 
Col. T. R. Hamer, 37th Vol. Inf. General Otis says 
the Filipino gentlemen possessed marked ability and 
were of great assistance. 

The results of the board’s labors were promul- 
gated on March 29, 1900. The plan provided a mu- 
nicipal form of government which is an extended devel- 


me 
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opment of the one formerly in force in the principal 
cities of the islands, with certain harsh and burdensome 
features eliminated. The important new features intro- 
duced gave a carefully restricted suffrage, protected the 


liberty of the citizen, permitted the expenditure of the 
entire revenue for municipal purposes, placed eligibility 
to municipal office within proper restraints, conferred a 
general supervisory charge on governors of provinces, to 
whom appeal could be taken and from whose decisions 
appeal could be moved to the chief executive of the 
islands in eases involving the rights of citizens or upon 
questions which concerned the integrity of the municipal 
corporations or its officers, thus establishing that privity 
of relationship which should exist between a self-gov- 
erned town and the supreme State authority. All re- 
strictions placed upon suffrage and eligibility for muni- 
cipal office were contended for by the Filipino members 
of the board which formulated the plan of government 
as absolutely necessary until the mags of the people 
became more enlightened; and construing them strictly 
according to their meaning and intent, they work no 
hardship, since the taxpayer who contributes thirty Mex- 
ican dollars annually or the citizen who can read, speak 
and write either English or Spanish, whether a tax con- 
tributor or not, is at liberty to cast his vote. 

The report refers to the excellent work done by Lieut. 
C. H. Burritt, 11th Vol. Cav., as head of the Mining 
Bureau. Capt. Geo. P. Ahern, 9th Inf., was put in 
charge of the forestry bureau. The school question is 
zone into at length as well as the controversy over the 
title to estates held by the religious orders, in which 
passed much correspondence between General Otis and 
Archbishop Chapelle. 

Many complications arose incidental to the attempt of 
foreign ship owners to trade along the coast contrary to 
regulations and the correspondence in such cases is set 
forth in the report. The nautical school at Manila was 
opened in the fall of 1899 “through the great assistance 
of the Navy.” Its objects and workings were recently 
described in the Army and Navy Journal. Lieut. Comdr. 
J. \. Cottman reorganized the school and was suc- 
ceeded as superintendent in January, 1900, by Lieutenant 
Cooper of the Navy. “These officers, through the ability 
and zeal which they have bestowed upon the institution.” 
says General Otis, “have brought it to an excellent 
Staniard of efficiency and made it popular with the na- 
tive youths, who are eager to obtain entrance.” 

_ Some of the tasks confronting the military authorities 
im Manila may be understood after reading this para- 
fraph in the report on the expenditures of the city: 

‘Money expended to police and improve the City of Ma- 
hila, to make the necessary repairs on roads and bridges, 
to plice Government buildings which were dilapidated in 
2 proper state of preservation, to stamp out the infec- 
tious diseases of small pox and bubonic plague, to main- 
tain a large native police battalion numbering 250 men, 
together with the money required to defray the ordinary 
Incidental expenses, has been greater by about one-half 
than the city’s collected receipts. The work of the provost 
Marshal general has been incessant and has required 
for its exeeution administrative ability of a high order 
4nd in many respects very delicate manipulation. Busi- 
ness men from Europe and America, agents of large 
foreign business corporations, the roving population of 
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the Asiatic coast, the natives of the islands, the soldiers 
granted leave to absent themselves from their respective 
commands, have ra ee it for business purposes, for in- 
dulgence in criminal propensities, and for amusement 
and recreation. The floating population is large and 
difficult to keep in check.” 

THE LIQUOR TRAFFIC. 

As to the liquor traffic, General Otis says: “The 
liquor traffic has always been extensive, especially in the 
matter of intoxicating native drinks. This traffic has 
been the subject of concern and mature deliberation. In 
reducing the number of licenses which Spain granted 
freely the natives complained grievously that they were 
deprived of the privileges which Spain bestowed. Not- 
withstanding these complaints they were greatly dimin- 
ished, but could not be entirely withheld, nor coula the 
traffic be destroyed by any means within our power. 
Experience led to the belief that it could be controlled 
through careful manipulation under a stringent license 
law. The restraining influences have resulted in placing 
the liquor traffic under the control of the police and their 
officers, and have been attended by the reforms antici- 
pated and promised. I doubt if there is anywhere a more 
quiet and orderly city than Manila has been for the past 
year, and this notwithstanding its great mass of floating 
population of divers nationalities and the dense ignor- 
ance of a portion of its inhabitants; or a city in which 

roper punishment for crime is more swift and sure. 

he records of the courts, both civil and military, are 
cited in proof of this statement, and the native applica- 
tions for redress for supposed wrongs or injuries suffered 
show that the native population has confidence in the 
justness of our government.” 

The effeet of the new methods introduced in Manila 
is thus described: “Not only is the population and busi- 
ness of the city increasing, but that popu.ation is passing 
through a vapety changing social environment, due to 
the introduction of new methods and improved labor 
conditions, also to recent greatly augmented real _—. 
erty values. The low level of the place makes it difficult 
to construct a general system of sewerage which for the 
preservation of health is the subject demanding early 
consideration. By confining and walling the esteros 
which are swept by tide water, an important canal sys- 
tem could be obtained and the most of the present accu- 
mulating sewage could be sent out to sea. This would 
impose a heavy expenditure, but will in time be accom- 
plished; and so beneficial would it be to the trade and 
commerce of the islands that the general revenue might 
with propriety be appropriated for the work.” 

During the eight months of active campaigning—from 
Aug. 31, 1899, the date of his former annual report, to 
May 1 last—our entire loss in killed and wounded was: 
In officers, 16 killed, 32 wounded, and 9 wao subsequent! 
died as the result of wounds; and in enlisted men, 17 
killed, 473 wounded, and 56 who died from wounds re- 
ceived. The missing from all causes were 2 ofticers 
and probably 50 or 75 enlisted men, a number of whom 
have been recaptured or have escaped and returned to 
their commands. Our loss by death through disease was 
11 officers and 623 enlisted men. The average enlisted 
United States military force in the Philippines, including 
all officers and enlisted men, for this eight months period 
numbers 54,204. Our death loss, considering strength. 
the great number of engagements which took place, and 
the extended field of operations, was surprisingly slight, 
it being only a loss through casualties in battle of 1.56 
per cent. and from disease of 1.17 per cent. of the entire 
strength of the command, or a total loss of 2.73 per 
cent. from all causes. These figures only record actual 
deaths in the Philippines, and do not include the men 
who were returned to the United States on account of 
sickness contracted in the Philippines, some of whom 
died after leaving the islands. 

Dealing with the force to be employed there in the 
future the report says: “With comparative peace re- 
stor: 4 an army of 25,000 or 30,000 men would be ample 
to give the inhabitants all needed protection, and possi- 
bly a less number would prove sufficient. For the en- 
suing year it would seem to me that 40,000 soldiers 
should be maintained there, while the inhabitants are 
becoming settled in homes and civil pursuits. 

“I am convinced from observation, investigation and 
the expressed opinion of the educated men of the islands 
that the declared guerrilla warfare will cease within a 
few months, and that ladrone organizations or robbers 
in small bands who well know the legal penalties they 
invite will alone remain to terrorize the people. Tt will 
cease so soon as the people gain knowledge of the fact 
that whatever policy controls the political affairs of the 
United States that government must continue to hold the 
islands, as it is bound in morals and law to do, at least 
until a government sufficiently strong and enlightened 
to protect life and vested individual property interests 
and to administer justice can be established. e people 
are acquiring this knowledge rapidly. The ladrone ele- 
ment is large, and in Spanish times was more numerous 
in some of the islands than it is at present. The Ameri- 
can soldier has the inclinaticn and ability to crush it and 
will be successful.” 

General Otis thinks that the question of how far native 
troops can be made available to supply the Philippine 
quota of our Army is.a matter of speculation. ny 
number of natives can be obtained who would gladly 
enter the military service for much less pay than our 
American soldiers receive, and in whose loyalty one 
could have confidence. None of the 1,000 employed as 
scouts has thus far deceived us, and the native police 
organizations of cities have performed important duties. 

Toward the close of his report General Otis describes 
a situation that ought to be interesting reading for 
political economists. It appears that the Filipinos had 
a standing complaint against the Spanish government 
for paying natives employed in public service less wages 
than were paid to nish employes doing the same 
work. So General Otis advanced the native wages. 
The report says: “A corresponding increase in the price 
of all Filipino Iubor, skilled and unskilled, resulted, much 
to the annoyance of the wealthy inhabitants, who 
charged the American government with unsettling and 
very materially advancing the eg not only of labor, 
but of subsistence. They failed, however, to make 
thankful acknowledgment of the increased values of 
their real properties and market commodities, for which 
= presence of the United States troops was responsi- 
le.” 

The report thus concludes: “In the Philippine civil 
service it has been our constant aim and labor to employ 
as many of the native inhabitants as its successful pros- 
ecution would permit, and the number of such employes 
has been gradually increasing. Filipinos now occupy 
many public positions of responsibility and trust. In 
nearly all instances they have performed their duties 
satisfactorily. Prior to making important appointments, 
the opinions of prominent native citizens of integrity 
have n sought, and results have proven that their 
recommendations in response to our requests have been 
judicions and conservative. 

“Tt will be perceived by this report that the most per-

ANNUAL INSPECTIONS, NEW YORK. 


In issuing orders for the annual inspections and 
musters of organizations of the New York Guard this 
year, Major General Roe has established some common 
sense customs, which, while entailing a little more work 
on the inspecting officer, ensures in the end better 
results, with less useless fatigue to the men. 

In the old days when a regiment was ordered to parade 
for inspection, it would be kept under arms for hours as 
a unit, a proceeding which proved very fatiguing to 
the last company to come under the eye of the inspect- 
ing officer. Now the companies of the Ist Battalion 
are first inspected, and upon its conclusion the com- 
panies of the 2d Battalion are ordered to “fall in.” As 
the enlisted men of the guard are not in possession of 
their arms day in and day out, and responsible for their 
cleanliness as are the men of the Army, the inspecting 
officers examine the condition of the pieces while in their 
racks in the armory, in the daytime. This permits of 
a better inspection, and if any defects are discovered, 
the armorer who is seqpondiate ean be called to ac- 
count. If, on the other hand, the rifles were inspected 
at night in the hands of the men, defects could not so 
well be ascertained, and it would be useless to mention 
it to an enlisted man, in no way accountable. Other 
State property, not in permanent possesion of the men 
is likewise inspected, in the day time by the inspecting 
officers and can be more thoroughly examined con- 
sequence.

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SOCIETY OF NAVAL ARCHITECTS. 


The eighth annual meeting of the Society of Naval 
Architects and Marine Engineers was held on Noy. 15 
and 16 in the auditorium of the Mechanical Engineers’ 
Building, 12 West Thirty-first street, New York City. 
Under “Papers on Naval Matters” in our issue of Nov. 
17 we give an outline of some of the principal papers read 
at the session. Among those attending were Lieu- 
tenant-Commander De Faranand of the French Navy, 
Lieutenant-Commander Von Rebeur Paschwitz of the 
German Navy, Captain Stchensnovitch, Captain Beher 
and Naval Constructors Tchernigvosky and Makedonsky 
of the Imperial Russian Navy. : 

Clement A. Griscom, President of the International 
Navigation Company, as chairman, opened the first ses- 
sion with a short address. In discussing the causes that 
have led to the wonderful growth of shipbuilding in this 
country, Mr. Griscom said: ‘Most familiar among those 
causes has been the liberal and continuous expenditure 
of the Government on the Navy. The hulls and ma- 
chinery alone of new vessels will cost approximately 
$50,400,000, a greater amount than is involved in the 
entire construction of the merchant steamships of twenty- 
four months to which I have referred. The annexation 





of Hawaii and causes arising from our war with Spain 
have stimulated shipbuilding beyond the expectations of 
the sanguine a few years ago.” 


Mr. Griscom was followed by Charles H. Cramp of 
Philadelphia, president of the ship-building firm, who 
read a paper on the recent performance of the Russian 
cruiser Variag, which he designed. 

At the second session a paper was read by Rear Ad- 
miral Philip Hichborn, Chief Constructor of the Navy, 
on “Recent Designs of Battleships and Cruisers for the 
United States Navy,” in which he said: “In the five bat- 
tleships included in the present shipbuilding programme 
the most noteworthy departures from previous designs 
are increased length, which has been necessitated by the 
increased speed and coal endurance demanded by mavy 
advanced strategists; inclined armor at the forward end 
of the redoubt, an arrangement of the casemate armor 
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which permits the broadside battery to be snugly housed 
without samo mee and the substitution of water-tube 
for the conventional Seotch boilers, The battery carried 
by these vessels is unquestionably the heaviest battery 
afloat. The armored cruisers, six in number, will have a 
length of 502 feet, beam 69 feet 6 inches, and a tria 
displacement of 13,400 tons on 24 feet 6 inches draught, 
the coal bunker capacity being 2.000 tons. They are 
identical in dimensions, interior arrangements and bat- 
teries, the only variation being that three are sheathed 
with wood and coppered, and three are unsheathed. 
They are designed for a s of at least 22 knots, and 
will have a very large radius of action.” 

Interesting tables accompanied Admiral Hichborn’s 
paper.

Naval Constructor D. W. Taylor, U. S. N., in a paper 
on “The United States Experimental Model Basin,” 
gave an interesting exposition of the methods by which 
the problems of battleships are solved in miniature and 
questions of speed, resistance, displacement, etc., accu- 
rately determined. This basin at the-Washington Navy 
Yard has been an object of great interest to naval ex- 
perts, and is now complete. Its capacity is about one 
million gallons. Precautions are taken to prevent any 
disturbance of the experiments by waves. The appa- 
ratus for determining the resistance of the models tested 
is upon a traveling carriage spanning the basin. This 
carriage weighs seventy thousand pounds, and has suffi- 
cient inertia to resist sudden variations of speed. 

It is driven by four electric motors arranged in series 
for speeds from half a knot to about twenty knots maxi- 
mum in a run of about two hundred feet. The models 
have a standard mean immersed length of twenty feet 
and are built of white pine. They are made by special 
machinery. Before beginning a trial the model is accu- 
rately weighed and is ballasted until its weight in fresh 
water corresponds to the desired displacement of the 
ship. About sixty large and small models have been 
made thus far. 

A dynamometer on the moving carriage determines and 
records the resistanc® of a model being towed through 
the water. With practically no friction the model moves 
in the same direction as the carriage, and is perfectly 
free to rise and fall or to change its trim. A recording 
drum takes accurate record of the time and speed by the 
aid of pencils worked in connection with magnets. A 
break cireuit chronometer records every second on the 
drum. The “distance” pencil records contacts with pins 
spaced along the track 30.4 feet apart. This represents 
1-200 of a knot. 

Given the length and displacement of vessels of usua! 
forms, the resistance is not materially altered by changes 
in shape, beam, draught, ete. A battleship of the Georgia 
class—435 feet in length and 19 knots in speed—would be 
represented by a corresponding speed of 4.07 knots in 
the 20-foot model, and those of the Oregon, Iowa, Maine, 
ete., accordingly. 

Another paper, which was not mentioned in our for- 
mer article, was by Prof. A. H. Sabin, on “The Com 
position and Classification of Paints_and Varnishes.” 
The session closed with a dinner at Delmonico’s. On 
Saturday, Nov. 17, the members of the society, on an 
invitation tendered by Charles H. Cramp, visited the 
Cramp shipbuilding yard at Philadelphia. After in- 
specting the plant a luncheon was served by Mr. Cramp. 
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RELEASING DEVICES FOR SHIPS’ BOATS. 


The “Marine Journal” is much disturbed because of 
the receipt by the various transportation companies of 
a circular calling their attention to sections 4488 and 
4489, Revised Statutes, which in plain language require 
all vessels carrying passengers to be equipped with 
releasing devices for boats. We do not agree with our 
contemporary in thinking that it is important to know 
by whom this circular was sent out. It is sufficient to 
know that it calls attention to an obvious neglect of 
an important statutory requirement, and one upon which 


in a large measure depends the protection of the lives 
and property of those citizens who travel for business 
or pleasure. 

There is another statute to which attention might 
have been called at the same time: This is section 
4491, Revised Statutes, giving to the Board of Super- 
vising Inspectors of steam vessels the sole and a ute

authority to decide as to whether any device of 
fulfills the requirements of the law as set forth i 
sections 4488 and 4489. This relieves owners and cap. 
tains of responsibility and places it directly upon the 
inspectors. Have they done their duty? Have they 
sought diligently as they should for such a devi 
as the law uires? The officers of the U. §. Navy 
Department, the U. S. Revenue Marine, the U. S 
Lighthouse Board, the U. 8. Coast Survey, the U. § 
Army Transport ce, and individual owners in large 
number, have had no trouble in finding such a device. 
Why not then the Board of Supervisi Inspectors? 
We understand that this Board have d that then. 
is no device available under the law. If their opiniog 
is correct, the judgment and experience of the officers 
comprising the boards of the several maritime depart. 
ments of the Government, as well as the many prac. 
tical seamen who have used and endorsed a satisfactory 
device, are at fault. But if their pen is not cor 
and the device we refer to is useful and available, ther 
the responsibility for all loss of life resulting from , 
failure to use it, rests upon the shoulders of the Board 
pH aha Ins , 4 of Steam Vessels.

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THE FRENCH FIELD GUN. 


The New York “Herald” re-publishes an article from 
its Paris edition as to the connection of Capt. I. N. 
Lewis with the secrets of the French field gun. The 
article says: 

“Captain Lewis urged a speedy improvement in the 
Army’s antiquated field artillery, the adoption of high 
explosives, and the rejection_of the Ordnance Bureau's 

“He told the writer in New York that he was jeop- 
ardizing his position in the Army, but was going to fight 
for a reform in the artillery service, whatever might he 
the cost. 

_“He found a friend in Elihu Root when that New 
York lawyer took a Alger’s place in the Cabinet. 
Mr. Root had been in ashington only a few days, 
when Captain Lewis presented a report on the condition 
of the artillery in the Philippines. This was an almost 
unprecedented action. 

‘Our Army hasn’t a piece of modern artillery in the 
Philippines,’ said Captain Lewis. “The Ordnance Bu- 
reau hasn’t provided any. I recommend going abroad 
to buy guns. 

“Secretary Root went to Sandy Hook with General 
Miles to inspect the Vickers-Maxim mountain gun. After 
a test Captain Lewis urged Secretary Root to order 
some guns sent to the Philippines. The Secretary, with- 
out waiting to consult with the Ordnance Bureau, sent 
a cable despatch to the manufacturers, and within a 
week a dozen mountain guns were on the way from 
England to the Far East. 

“Captain Lewis stepped over the heads of his chiefs 
and the breach between the ambitious young officer and 
the Bureau was widened when not long ago another 
order was given to the English gunmakers. 

“Captain Lewis warmly advocated the adoption of 
high explosives. The Ordnance Bureau, as the reports 
show, does not favor them. Captain Lewis urged the 
purchase of Dr. Tuttle’s high explosive, thorite. The 
Ordnance Bureau opposed him> The artillery officer 
appealed to the Secretary of War, and General Miles 
backed him up. The result was that Lieut. Charles F. 
Parker, of the artillery, was sent to the Philippines to 
experiment with thorite in the field. 

“Lieutenant Parker was tied up for a few days in the 
red tape of the Ordnance Bureau, which sought to pre- 
vent his leaving, but Secretary Root cut the red tape. 

“Captain Lewis then turned his attention to a field 
gun. He went over the heads of his chiefs again to tell 
the Secretary of War that the Ordnance Bureau was 
working in the dark and wasting time, while European 
armies were developing weapons years in advance of 
American guns. 

“Captain Lewis left Washington for London with carte 
blanche instructions just at the time that the Ordnance 
Bureau was preparing to recommend a gun it had de 
vised. The feeling against Captain Lewis naturally in- 
creased. 

“The Ordnance Bureau was never in such a precarious 
condition as it has been since Mr. Root ame Secre- 
tary of War. The affair over the secret of the new 
French gun, which resulted in the charge by the Bureau 
that Captain Lewis divulged information after having 
obtained it, may bring about sooner than was expected 
an open war between the Bureau and the progressive 
— faction, headed by the general commanding the 

rmy. : 

“Officers of the Army say that so long as the present 
antagonism exists there can be no real progress in the 
development of artillery.”

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BUREAU OF YARDS AND DOCKS. 


Rear Admiral Mordecai T. Endicott, Chief of the 
Bureau of Yards and Docks, presents a long report 
chiefly occupied with a description of the work done at 
the various navy yards and stations and the work still 
required. 

The expenditures during the fiscal year aggregating 
$4,359,840.81, have been nearly double those for the pre- 
ceding year, which is accounted for by the fact that 
many works of importance have been carried on, largely 


increasing the capacity and efficiency of the various 
yards and stations. At most of the yards improvements 
and repairs have covered the construction of new _ 
of various kinds, storehouses, officers’ quarters, etc., the 
paving of streets and roads, the construction and repair 
of wharves, extensive work in building permanent qua 
walls, new sewers, large extensions of the railroa 
systems, and electric light plants, and the building of 
several new dry docks. The Portsmouth and Boston 
yards, which had been practically closed for many 
years, together with the additional shops and store- 
houses of modern construction, will soon be able to 
handle a very large share of the work in case of emer- 
gency. The New York yard is the one at which more 
work has Deen carried on and more money spent than at 
any other. The same transformations are taking place at 
League Island, Norfolk, and Mare Island. 

At the Norfolk station, improvements affording more 
extensive accommodations for the Bureaus of Con- 
struction and Repair and Ordnance have been in pro- 
gress. A new light and power station for the Bureau 
of Yards and Docks is being built, and extensions and 
improvemeuts of the lighting system have been maile. 

The important work in connection with the yards and 
stations has not been confined to those especially named; 
and many of great value and importance have been 
made at New London, Washington, Port Royal, Dry 
Tortugas, Key West, Pensacola and Puget Sound. 

The expenditures at the stations in the insular pos- 
sessions have been in the direction of maintaining works 
already established, and improvements of a moderate 
extent only. 

The steel floating dry dock for Algiers, La., is pro- 
gressing very favorably as well as the work on the four 
docks authorized by the act of March 3, 1899. Yellow 
fever has delayed the examination of the Havana dock 
with a view to its purchase. The great increase 
in the muster of naval vessels calls for a still further 
extension of our dock system. 

The estimates submitted for the expenditures of this 
Bureau for the fiscal year 1902 aggregate $12,456,390.22, 
being $11,252,540 for public improvements, $500,( 
for repairs and preservation, and $500, for general 
maintenance, the balance being made up of estimates 
for the civil establishment, contingent, and salaries for 
the Bureau. 

Of the estimates for the public works, $3,858,000 is 
for the continuation of works heretofore authorized by 
Congress. Other large items in the estimates are for 
the construcfion of barracks for enlisted men at the 
New York and League Island navy yards, estimated 
for last year and renewed this year. 

The very large number of torpedo vessels being com 
pleted and put afloat emphasizes the importance of bav- 
ing proper provisions made at an early date for sto.ing 
them at convenient points upon our coasts. 

The rapid increase in the Navy afloat which has oc- 
curred of late years has made extraordinary demands 
upon the shore establishment. Yards which a few years 
ago handled fairly well the amount of work then required 
of them are strained to the utmost at the present time. 

The works already in hand require that several of the 
yards should be considerably increased in area. This 
is particularly true of that at Norfolk. 

The Naval station at San Juan, P. R., is so cramped 
that it is practically impossible to add materially tu the 
establishment. Besides lands belonging to the War De- 
partment which have been asked for, there are private 
lands in the vicinity which should be made a part of the 
station and which can be bought with the improvements 
upon them for a comparatively moderate sum. Careful 
inquiry as to the character of these improvements shuws 
that many of them would be found valuable permancnt 
features of the establishment, as they include several 
well-built shops adapted for the needs of a second or 
third rate naval station. The Bureau recommends that 
Congress provide for the improvement of navigation 
at Portsmouth, N. H., by the removal of Henderson’s 
Point. 

It is highly important that Mare Island be accessible 
at all times, and the navigation should be ample for the 
deenest-draft vessels, 

The Bureau renews its recommendations made in 
previous annual reports for a reorganization and increase 
of the corps of civil engineers of the Navy. The amount 
of the constructive work now in hand is more than four 
times as great as that prior to the Spanish war and the 
great disadvantage of carrying on the work with so 
small a force has been realized in several respects, no- 
tably in delay in preparing for constructions authorized, 
the necessary general designs and details, and also in the 
overwork to which several members of the corps have 
been subjected almost to the point of incapacitating 
them. 

The Bureau calls attention to the propriety of read- 
justing the rank of the officers in this corps, in order that 
it may be more consonant with the character of the de- 
tails to which the officers are assigned. A revision is 
also requested in order to place the corps more nearly on 
an equality in the matter of rank with other staff corps 
of similar numbers, as the chaplains, professors, and 
naval constructors. The Bureau recommends that the 
rank be revised as follows: Captains, 4; commanders, 
5; lieutenant-commanders, 6; lieutenants, 6 

The increase in the expenditures under this Bureau 
has involved a very large addition tov the amount of 
labor in the way of general administration. With a 
eomparatively small increase of the force the work has 
been handled, and whatever success with which it has 
been done is due to the industry, zeal and efficiency of 
the staff of officers and others at the yards, stations, 
and in the Bureau.

THE MARINES AT PEKIN. 


We published last week a portion of the report of 
Capt. J. T. Myers, U. S. Marine Corps, on the defense 
of the Pekin legations. The following extracts which 
were crowded out deal with the earlier work of the 
marines, going back to their journey to Pekin. 

“The guard consisted of twenty-five marines from 
the U. S. 8S. Oregon; twenty-three marines, three blue- 
jackets, one chief machinist and one hospital appren- 
tice from the U. S. 8S. Newark. Capt. N. H. Hall, U. 
S. M. C., and Asst. Surg. T. M. Lippitt; U. 8. N., were 
also attached to the command. Chief Machinist Peter- 
son reported for duty on June 3, arriving in Pekin un- 





armed. The left the Newark on May 29 and 
reached Tien- that night, leaving there for Pekin 
on the 3lst and réaching the railroad terminus outside 
the city at 11 p. m. e ammunition carried was as 
follows: 9,720 rounds in men’s belts, 8,000 for Colt gun 
and 10,000 in boxes, making a total of 27,720 rounds, 
of which I have been told 7,000 rounds remained when 
the relief arrived.” The guard was assigned to quarters 
adjoining the legation camp, and nothing of importance 
occurred till June 6, when railroad communication was 
interrupted and many stations burned. Then Captain 
Myers wired Captain McCalla for twenty-five more men 
to protect the legation properly. On June 7, at Captain 
Myers’s request, the English marine officer called a 
meeting of all officers to consider a plan of defense, 
which resulted in an agreement to hold all the legations 
to the last and then to fall back to the British legation. 
On June 8 ten men under Corporal Hunt and on June 
9 ten more under Captain Hall were sent to guard the 
Methodist mission. On June 13 part of this mission 
was fired by the Boxers, and the crowd that gathered 
was dispersed by Captain Hall by the bayonet only. 
That night all the outlying missions were burned ex- 
cept one. 

On June 14, in the early morning, large numbers of 
Chinese Christians, most of them horribly burned or 
badly wounded, — at our barricade. ‘The officer 
commanding the Russian guards decided, in the name 
of humanity, to send out a party for the rescue of 
those Christians still in hiding among the burning build- 
ings. At his request Captain Myers detailed ten men 
to go with them. This party was led by an American, 
Mr. Pethick, a veteran of the Civil ar, and whose 
personal bravery under fire rendered his services of the 
greatest value to the besieged. The mission of the 
rescuers was entirely successful; they returned escort- 
ing about 150 Christians, having shot a number of 
Boxers and looters. That night the excitement in the 
Chinese city was intense and the shouting and cries of 
“Kill, kill!” continued until early morning. 

On June 15 Captain Myers sent ten men to accom- 
pany the English on an expedition to the northeastern 
part of the city for the purpose of rescuing some native 
Christians supposed to be in hiding there. Dr. Lege 
volunteered and went. They failed to find the Chris- 
tians, but on the way discovered a temple where a Boxer 
meeting was in progress. Augmented by the arrival of 
some Japanese and Austrians the expedition surrounded 
the place, and after a short fight killed forty-five of the 
Boxers. 

“In the evening of June 17 a fire was started on Lega- 
tion street, half a mile to the west of the American 
barricade. The Russians shot the man who had applied 
the torch. After two hours’ hard work, aided by the 
a ae, fire department, the fire was got under con- 
trol. aptain Myers and his men had a large part in 
the fire brigade work. 

“On June 18 the Tsung li-Yamen announced that the 
Taku forts had been taken by the Powers and a state 
of war existed, and that the Ministers would be given 
twenty-four hours to leave the city, accompanied by 
a suites, protection being guaranteed as far as Tien- 

sin, 

“After the killing of Baron von Ketteler, on June 20, 
it was realized the crisis had come, and all the women 
and children were sent to the English legation, each 
foreign guard sending ten men for the greater protection 
of that legation. All food supplies were sent to the 
same place. In the afternoon the English and Russians, 
having each lent him ten men, Captain Myers started 
with them and fifteen of his own to escort Captain Hall 
and his charges within the lines, which was safely 
accomplished. At 6 p. m. the Chinese soldiers began to 
fire upon the legation guards. 

“On June 21 the Methodist Mission and stores were 
burned. About this time Sir Claude Macdonald was 
chosen to act as Commander-in-Chief. Captain Strouts, 
R. M. L. L., was appointed Chief of Staff. Upon his 
death, on July 16, H. G. Squiers, First Secretary of the 
United States Legation, took his place. This gentle- 
man, having served ten years in the United States Army, 
filled the post with credit. In addition to these duties 
he, throughout the siege, acted as commissary for the 
American guard, his services being of the greatest value. 

“On June an attempt was made to burn the Eng- 
lish legation. On June 23 the Customs Building and 
Austrian legation were burned. The day was spent 
alternately fighting fire and Chinese. On June 24 the 
Chinese came down the wall and opened a harassing 
fire upon the legation grounds and buildings. Later in 
the day Captain Myers made several attempts to occupy 
a position on the wall opposite the American legation, 
but these attempts were unsuccessful. During the day 
Private King was shot and instantly killed while on duty 
as a sentry. On June 25 Captain Myers succeeded in 
occupying a position on the wall. On the 26th Sergeant 
Fanning was killed while on duty. 

“On the 27th, in broad daylight, a number of Chinese 
sallied from their barricades on the wall and advanced 
on the run toward the foreigners. A few volleys drove 
them back in confusion. This was the only instance in 
Captain Myers’s experience of the Chinese leaving shel- 
ter to make an attack. Firing continued at intervals 
all during the night, being kept up incessantly during 
the 28th, 29th and 30th. The nights being very dark, 
the Chinese managed to advance their barricades on 
the wall until they gainéd a position at the corner of 
the bastion opposite that occupied by Captain Myers’s 
forces, at a distance of about thirty or forty yards. 
The Russians were now daily furnishing ten men to 
assist in defending the American barricade, and the 
English six or seven men to help hold the trench cross- 
ing from the wall to the United States legation, which 
was our only means of communicating with the latter 
place. The Germans had also been sending men until 
the attack on their own barricades became so determined 
that every man was needed.

Cc. F. A.—The ruling to which you refer was contained 
in a letter of June 28, 18%, from the Secretary of the 
Health Department, New York, to the Commanding 
General ot the Army in which the former said: The 
Board of Coroners has asked Counsel to the Corporation 
for his opinion as to his jurisdiction of the cuvroners of 
this city in respect to deaths of soldiers and others at 
miuitary posts within the city limits trom accidental or 
extraordinary causes. The opinion of the Counsel, dated 
June 20, 18¥5, and now on file in the office of the coroners 
of this city, is that the United States has exclusive juris- 
diction over Governors Isiand and other military posts 
within the limits of the city, subject, however, to limita- 
tion that such jurisdiction shail not prevent the service 
and execution of civil and criminal process; and that a 
coroner's inquest is not in any sense o1 the word either a 
service or execution of civil or criminal process, but is a 
judicial inquiry to ascertain the cause o1 death, and in 
hoiding the inquest the coroner presides over a court of 
interior jurisdiction. The Register of Records o1 this 
Department has m instructed to receive from the 
surgeons and physicians of the United States Army their 
certificates of deaths occurring at the military posts 
within the city limits, without reference of the same in 
any case to coroners, and to issue permits for burial and 
for transit through this city without any such reterence.

FOREIGN ITEMS. 


Recent experiments in France show, according to the 
“Moniteur de la Flotte,” that pigeons can be shut up 
on board ship if necessary for weeks together; that 
they do not lose their homing powers through the noise 
of the guns, and that they can be released at any mo- 


ment. Experiments made last winter show that neither 
cold, fog, rain, or wind had any effect upon the birds, 
and in two cases only did they pause on the road. The 


previous record of 324 miles was eclipsed on two recent 
occasions by pigeons trained at Rennes, a distance of 
37 a and another of 413 miles having been accom- 
plished, ol 

Sir Walter Gilbey has written a work on “Small 
Horses for Warfare” in which he argues that a rougher, 
harder, and possibly a smaller horse should be bred for 
the British cavalry. 

Altogether there is a total of 133 military men in the 
new British House of Commons, which shows an in- 
crease of fifteen or sixteen on the figures before the 
dissolution, Nearly half of this number are at present 
serving, viz: One lieutenant general, 19 colonels, 7 
lieutenant colonels, 7 majors, 20 captains and 5 lieu- 
tenants. In addition to these there are 19 members 


who have seen distinguished active service, but who 
now are on the retired list, and there are 53 members 
who are officers in the auxiliary forces distributed among 


the Yeomanry, Militia and Volunteers. In all, something 
like one-fifth of the new House has had the advantage 
of some form of military training, and will have a 
corresponding influence upon military legislation. A 
large number have seen recent service in South Africa. 

During the French manoeuvres an attempt was made 
to reproduce the assault upon Warsaw in the year 1831. 
An officer who had taken part in that assault was or- 
dered to repeat the manoeuvre, which in actual warfare 
he had executed with complete success. But the opera- 
tion was a failure, and being asked why he was unable 
to do in peace time what he had executed in war, he 
replied that during the real assault he had been able to 
see whence the enemy’s projectiles came, and had ouly 
to march in that direction; and he asked how he should 
be expected with the same ease to discover the enemy. 

Admiral Makaroff, whose interesting articles on “Na- 
val Tactics from a Russian standpoint” are being con- 
densed for the “United Service Gazette” by Capt. Ernest 
G. Rason, R. N., regrets that modern European children 
are not brought up with the notion of having to fight 
for their country. He thinks that the wars of the last 
00 years have been conducted in such a humane man- 
ner that war valor is slowly decreasing. The terror 
of war in popular stories is year by year growing less, 
and it is now rare to find a mother who teaches her 
boys that they must grow up strong and healthy in 
order to defend their home from foreign enemies. Al- 
though Admiral Makaroff considers that great move- 
ments of peoples are nearly finished, he looks forward, 
like most Russians, to a possible avalanche of the yel- 
low race on the Western nations, and as the Russians 
are the first who will have to bear the brunt of the 
advance, they ought to prepare for such an event. Ad- 
miral Makaroff does not agree with the foreign system 
of educating naval officers. He remarks that an officer 
who has been kept under pedagogues until he is 22 
years of age, will never become anything better than a 
timid student, and can never be a daring, energetic, self- 
reliant officer. 

The Boers have had their “Belle Boyd” in a spy cf 
mixed nationality who has beguiled many a young British 
officer for the benefit of her employers. She is described 
by the correspondent of the London “News” as having in 
her veins a kind of mixture of German, Swedish, and 
Russian blood. Her hands are shapely, soft and white, 
and have a trick of clinging caressingly to masculine 
fingers when secrets have to be extracted from the 
owners of said fingers. Her waist just fits the crook 
of 1 man’s arm; her bust is fashioned on a model de- 
signed by the gods. When she reclines on a settee

she looks like a bas in the sun, so full of 
lissom grace and vitality does seem; and when she 
walks her body undulates like the rigpiee on a running 
river. To her, living in a sweet seclu villa near Cape 
Town, enters a British officer, of the bluest blood; and, 
of course, he, with a pretty face and soft blue eyes and 
a brain to match, is but as wax in her hands. From him 
she learns all that there is to learn of the British 
movements and even of the intentions of the British 
generals, and all this is 
senger or pre-arranged e to 
to the Boer leaders, who laugh heartily around their 
mess-tables at the ey in “the little nest” in Cape 
Town. When she met Kitchener, she found a magnet- 
ism stronger than her own and she made her escape dis- 
guised. yeing herself as black as the inside of a 
camel with nitrate of silver and logwood, she stood 
transfigured as a Kaffir woman, and it was then that 
her glorious figure stood her in good stead. 

The slick contractors in South Africa have made a 
pretty penny out of the Government by the 
same oxen over and over again. The teamster ing 
remunerated for oxen dying or captured is able to impose 
upon too confiding officers and secure their certificates 
to the loss of animals, which, after being paid for at 
$60 a head, have a marvellous resurrection. 

Marquis Aguilar Campo, Minister of Foreign Affairs, 
presided on Nov. 10 at the opening of the Spanish- 
American Congress in Madrid and received the delegates 
from the Spanish-American seggatics. Ex-Prime Min- 
ister Silvela, and ex-Prime inister Sagasta made 
speeches of welcome. Senor Labra, who was formerly 
a West Indian Deputy to the Cortez, caused surprise 
by expressing regret that Cuba and Porto Rico were nut 
represented in the Congress. The delegates from Mex- 
ico and the Argentine mg expressed hearty sym- 
pathy with the motherland, but were guarded in their 
remarks when they spoke of closer political and com- 
mercial relations between the republics they represented 
and Spain. 

Scholars of ‘St. Petersburg are eeame an expedition 
to examine the manuscripts in Mukden discovered by 
Russian troops, some of which are ancient Greek and 
Roman documents supposedly taken 5? the Mongolians 
on their retreat from the Occident. ukden is in the 
Provinee of Manchuria, Northern China. 


There is a strong movement in Greece in favor of 
the Swiss military system in place of the German. The 
latter absorbs more than three entire years of the life of 
young men, whereas the Swiss system calls for only 100 
days of drilling in the first year, and twenty days 
every second year thereafter, until the age of thirty- 
two is reached. 

On Oct. 3 an imperial order was issued for a gradual 
demobilization of the Russian troops in Manchuria and 
on the Chinese frontier. As soon as order is restored in 
China, all the troops still remaining on a war footing 
will be demobilized and transferred to their former 
garrisons in European Russia. 

Sir Redvers Buller answers the criticisms upon him 
by stating that he landed at Cape Town, a general 
without an army, and was forced to sacrifice himself to 
delay the Boers. He did not dare wait, he said, at 
Pietermaritzburg. “What would have happened in 
Natal,” he asked, during the twelve weeks while his 
forces were crossing the ocean? “What would have 
happened to the British Empire in South Africa?’ 
Natal must have been entirely overrun, and the Boers, 
once in possession of the whole colony, would have been 
more difficult to dislodge than from Ladysmith, while 
their triumph might have had a disastrous influence on 
the current of European opinion. He knew if he failed in 
his first attempt to relieve Ladysmith he would lose the 
supreme command. He tried, and failed, and was super- 
seded, “and I think rightly,” he adds. As General 
Sherman once said in substance: “There is but one test 
of a general, and that is success. It is a hard rule,” he 
added, “but, I think, a just one.” 


The foreign insurance companies having lost $600,000 
by the death of the King of Italy, are a to take 
further risks on crowned heads, owing to the danger of 
assassination. 

An invention has been patented in Berlin for show- 
ing at the firing point the hits upon a target; and, accord- 
ing to the “Vedette,” arrangements have already been 
made for furnishing some ranges with it. The invention 
consists of a telescope of uliar construction, which is 
directed on the target, and through which a sharply de- 
fined picture of the latter is reflected onto a white screen. 
The firer can thus see with his own eyes where the bul- 
let has struck, and, consequently, no mistake can be 
made in the record. 

The regulations miaaieing a French officer before he 
can marry to show that his bride has an inalienable 
income of at least $240 a year, have been abolished; but 
he is still required to show the military authorities that 
the lady is of good moral character, and that the alliance 
is likely to prove a satisfactory one. In satisfying him-

M. Daniel Osiris, a Greek millionaire, residing in 
Paris, has instit a prize on the lines laid down by 
Mr. Nobel, though his offer is for Frenchmen only, ex- 
cept in a Paris Exposition year, when it becomes uni- 
versal, He has set aside a sum to be awarded every 
three years in perpetuity to the discoverer, inventor or 
pootaete of the most noteworthy idea or object for 

nefit of humanity. The prize is to be never less than 
100,000 francs, and may be double that sum. 

The Suez Canal, according to a London despa’ is 
to be widened by a colossal dredging process, and Mr. 
Linden W. Bates, an American hydraulic engineer, 
has been given charge of the work on the approval of 
the British Government. 

A press despatch from Berlin, Germany, Nov. 9, says: 
“Interesting target practice is now going on at the 
huge military target grounds near Kunersdorf and Juter- 
bog, where the experts are testing the perforating ca- 
pacity of the latest Mauser model and the latest field 
guns that are being produced for the army. targa 
several hundreds of pauper corpses are being used. 
bullets,. when fired at a comparatively short distance, 
tear asunder all the softer inner organs and frightfully 
tear the bodies.” 

The British War Office is acquiring the rights to 
large areas of land in various parts of the United King- 
dom for manoeuvres, including artillery and musketry 
practice, and will be empowered temporarily to close 
these areas to the public. . 
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HOW TO REACH OUR NEW POSSESSIONS. 


Mail matter passing between tse United States and 
Porto Rico, Guam, Hawali and the Philippine Islands 
bears the same rate of postage as matter within tne 
United States. United States postage stamps are valid 
in either direction. The same rates apply to Cuba and 
China where the letters are marked “Soldier's Letter,” 
“Sailor's Letter,” ‘“Marine’s Letter,” to indicate _the 
branch of the service to which the writer belongs. Let- 
ters from the United States to members of the services 
in Cuba are charged domestic postage, viz.: wetters, for 
each ounce or fraction thereof, 2 cents; postal cards 
(single), 1 cent; postal cards (double), 2 cents; newspa- 
pers, for every four ounces or fraction inereof, 1 cent. 

The Post Office Department will send all mail for China 
via San Francisco to Nagasaki, where it will be separa’ 
and that intended for soldiers in the Meg will be 
sent to Manila, and that for soldiers in the nese service 
will be forwarded to Taku and distributed to Tien-Tsin 
and elsewhere. Mark the letter “China, via San Fran- 
cisco."’ All mails for the military and naval forces of the 
United States addressed for delivery in China or _ 
will be made up in ceparate ckages by R. P. O. lines 
and post offices and labeled “ ncisco—China—Mil- 
tary and Naval Mail.” Tnese malls are distributed in the 
San Francisco Post Office and are made up in 

dressed to the various companies, regiments or 
to insure the utmost promptness in delivery at oa 
tion. All mails for the military and naval forces the 
United states stationed in China and Japan must be for- 
warded to San Francisco, as above described, unless paid 
at postal union rates and specially addressed to be for- 
warded otherwise.

A collection of Civil War relics has been landed in 
Brooklyn, , by a freight steamer. It consists of 
eight hundred tons of shell, grapeshot, bullets and fuses. 
The projectiles, running from 32-pound shot to 10-inch 
shells, had been crushed and broken under trip hammers, 
but the grapeshot and some canister, also the fuses and 
leaden bullets, were intact. The collection comes from 
Forts Gaines and Morgan, which were a part of the de- 
fences of Mobile bay, and it will be remelted and devoted 
to mercantile purposes. In the last year the demand 
for scrap iron has been so lively that a great deal of 
old iron hitherto considered useless has been sold and 
utilized, including quantities of old war material stored 
in various forts. 





Among the refinements introduced into the manufac 
ture of steam machinery is that of grinding the main pis 
ton rods to a nicety of diameter undreamed of a few 
years since, but quite practicable at the present time.

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FARRAGUT MEDAL FOR ADMIRAL WATSON. 


The Associated Veterans of Farragut’s Fleet on Nov. 
12 forwarded by mail to Rear Admiral John C. Watson, 
President of the Naval Examining Board, at Wasking- 
ton, a gold medal] and the letter which we print below. 
The association was organized in 1861. Admiral George 
Dewey is Honorary President. It will be remembered 
that Admiral Watson is the officer who went aloft at 
the battle of Mobile Bay and lashed Admiral Farragut 
to the main port rigging of the flagship Hartford. 

The medal is of pure gold, in the shape of a Maltese 
cross, With the head of Farragut in the center, sur- 
rounded by a blue circle containing the inscription 


“Farragut’s Fleet;” on the reverse side is “To John C. 
Watson, from the Veterans of Farragut.” The letter 
is as follows:

It is with 
just pride that we note the tribute recently paid to the 
West Gulf Squadron by the Senate of the University in 
selecting our late Commander David G. Farragut from 
the list of the great heroes of the American Navy to a 
place in the Temple of Fame now being erected on 
Columbia Heights in the City of New York. This dis- 
tinguished honor which is participated in by his officers 
and men should inspire them to revere his memory with 
a bigher respect, a more affectionate regard and greater 
admiration than ever. As survivors of the “‘grand old 
fleet” that did so much in helping to keep this one of 
the most masterful of the powers of the world, we 
cherish our souvenirs, our mementoes and our records, 
and wear with pride the Cross of Honor dedicated to 
the glory of the West Gulf Squadron, which will remain 
a lasting memory after we have all passed away.

New York City, Nov. 7, 1900. 

Rear Admiral Philip died June 30, i900, after forty 
years of devoted service to his country. His family 
are left practically destitute—his widow's pension is 
only $30 a month. No naval officer of rank can lay 
up money; he must pay out of his own pocket for all 
social and official entertainments while on fo sta- 
tions. When “Jack” Philip at Santiago assembled his 
battle-stained erew, and invited them to join with him 
in a silent act of thanksgiving—declaring his faith in 
Almighty God, he performed an act which made every 
right-minded American his admirer and friend. “Don’t 
cneer, boys; the poor fellows are dying!” was the hu- 
mane order given in the hour of bas ig to his shi 
mates. Through the efforts of Admiral Philip a build- 
ing is being erected near the Brooklyn Navy Yard for 
the protection and comfort of naval sailors when on 
liberty, the money for which has already been pro- 
vided, but no maintenance fund. It is proposed to 
raise a fund to be known as the “Admiral Philip Me- 
morial Fund” of $100,000, to be used for the benefit of 
his widow during her life, and afterwards for the main- 
tenance of the Sailors’ Home referred to above. We 
respectfully invite you to make as La a contribution 
to this fund as you may think the object worthy of, 
which may be sent direct to the treasurers—J. P.
